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Anti-Gay 
Measures 
Fail To 
Qualify in 
Washington 

T wo anti-gay rights 
initiatives have 
failed to gather 
enough signatures to 
make it to the Washington 
state legislature in the near 
future, officials said Friday, 
December 29. 

Under Washington law, 
collecting enough signa¬ 
tures on an initiative to the 
legislature directs the law¬ 
makers to take one of three 
actions: They can enact the 
measure into law, ignore it 
and allow it to go to a 
statewide ballot, or approve 
an alternative and put both 
versions on the ballot. 

The anti-gay rights mea¬ 
sures sought to prevent the 
state from extending civil 
rights protections to homo¬ 
sexuals, and ban adoption 
by gays and lesbians. Gay 
rights activists took credit 
for defeating the signature 
drive through efforts to edu¬ 
cate voters. 

“Our campaign has 

demonstrated that the grass¬ 
roots are the most powerful 
force of politics,’' said Jan 
Bianchi of Hands Off Wash¬ 
ington. ▼

Supes Postpone Vote To 
Defund Salvation Army

T he Salvation Army will 
have to wait until January 
15 to find out if it will lose 
an estimated $65,000 in 
federal housing grants because of 
its anti-lesbian and gay philoso¬ 
phy, after the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors voted January 2 to 
postpone a vote on the funding 
measure for two weeks. 

Consideration of the funding 
measure was continued two weeks 
at the request of Supervisor Carole 
Migden, who said at the Tuesday 
board meeting she wanted time to 
review materials sent by the Sal¬ 
vation Army that arrived that 
morning. 

The Bay Area Reporter has 
also learned that a transparent 
public relations ploy carried out 
by the religious social service or¬ 
ganization may have seriously 
backfired, after church leaders 
showed up at the hearing with 
more than a vanload of program 
clients - including people with 
HIV disease - who receive Salva¬ 
tion Army social services, such as 
housing and alcohol and drug 
treatment. 

According to many mental 
health and human service experts, 
involving vulnerable and depen¬ 
dent treatment clients or patients 
in political and funding disputes is

Welcome Home, 
‘Baboon Boy!’ 


J eff Getty, the Bay Area 
PWA who received an in¬ 
fusion of a baboon’s bone 
marrow cells December 
14, is scheduled for release from 
San Francisco General Hospital 
Thursday, January 4. 

Getty’s doctors, led by Dr. 
Steven Deeks, theorize that cells 
from baboons, which are not af¬ 
fected by HIV, will strengthen the 
patient’s own immune system. 

In the meanwhile, because of 
the chemotherapy that preceded 
the infusion, Getty’s risk of con¬ 
tracting dangerous infections has 
been heightened. 

“This is an experiment that may 
not save my life,” Getty said, “but 
could well lead to a treatment that 
will save thousands of others.” ▼

Marin Lesbian Pleads 

Guilty To Voluntary 
Manslaughter

T he defense attorney for re¬ 
tired Marin County art 
teacher Phyllis Yvonne 
Robbins told the Bay Area 
Reporter his client pleaded guilty 
to voluntary manslaughter to 
avoid facing trial for first-degree 
murder, and said he will ask for le¬ 
niency during sentencing. 


David Wool told the B.A.R. 
Robbins still maintains the early 
morning assault that killed 71- 
year-old Barbara “Bobby” Wilson 
June 5, 1995 was committed in 
self-defense. Wilson invited Rob¬ 
bins, 67, to her house that morn¬ 
ing, according to Wool, who said 
his client went to discuss her live- 
in relationship with 69-year-old 
Maurine Zwemke, who was about 


to leave Robbins for Wilson. 

Robbins did not bring a 
weapon, he said. 

Paramedics found Wilson 
bludgeoned to death in her Mill 
Valley kitchen, with her skull bro¬ 
ken in three places. 

Robbins later admitted that she 
placed an anonymous 911 tele¬ 
phone call from a nearby phone

GLAA0 Denounces 
CompuServe Censorship

illiam Waybourn, di¬ 
rector of the Gay & 
Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation, 
condemned a decision by online 
giant CompuServe to block access 
to more than 200 newsgroups 
termed “sexually explicit” by the 
German government Friday, De¬ 
cember 29. 

Waybourn said the broad ac¬ 
tion has unfairly included several 
Internet sites dedicated to gay is¬ 
sues that have nothing to do with 


“It is very disturbing that non- 
sexually-oriented gay and lesbian 
newsgroups were lumped in with 
newsgroups that German authori¬ 
ties alleged contained child 
pornography and other porno¬ 
graphic material for adults,” Way- 
bourn said in a prepared state¬ 
ment. “If sexual explicitness is the 
issue, then it should be dealt with 
separately from gay and lesbian 
issues.” 

Waybourn said GLAAD would 
investigate CompuServe’s action, 
and he questioned the real intent 
behind the removal of the news- 
groups, “especially since any 


CompuServe member with a mod¬ 
est knowledge of the Internet can 
view the newsgroups elsewhere.” 

According to GLAAD, the 
newsgroups that were deleted by 
CompuServe included sites such 
as soc.support.youth.gay, gay- 
net.international, gayjews, 
clari.news.gays, gay-net.coming 
out and alt.homosexual. 

“These actions are wholesale 
censorship, plain and simple,” 
Waybourn wrote in a letter to Com¬ 
puServe President Robert Massey. 
‘The net effect of censoring the 
newsgroups worldwide is chilling,

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Gun-Wielding Vagrant 
Reported on Castro

A homeless man on Castro 
Street aimed a revolver at a com¬ 
munity AIDS activist after call¬ 
ing him a faggot on Christmas 
day, and then pulled the trigger, 
the Bay Area Reporter has 
learned. 

A police report was filed and 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence was contacted about the in¬ 
cident. The weapon was apparent¬ 
ly unloaded at the time of the con¬ 
frontation. 

The assault occurred at about 8 
p.m. December 25, near the credit 
union building on the north side of 
the Market/17th/Castro intersec¬ 
tion, according to activist Rob 
Sabados. 

“I was walking to the intersec¬ 
tion and there was this homeless 
guy. I walked by him. As I walked 
by him he pulled out this gun,” 
Sabados told the B.A.R. 

As the startled Sabados made 
his way past the man, whom he 
said is a regular at the comer, he 
heard a distinctive “Hey faggot,” 
and the sound of the trigger being 
pulled. 

“I was six feet past him, but I 
heard the hammer hit. down,” 


Sabados said. 

Sabados immediately tried 
calling 911, but the first pay phone 
he made it to after the incident 
malfunctioned. 

“All I heard was static,” he 
said. 

After Sabados found a func¬ 
tioning telephone and called 911, 
two officers arrived to take a po¬ 
lice report. 

“One of them was a trainee,” 
Sabados told the B.A.R., “and the 
other had forgotten to put on the 
fasteners, so his badge' and 
name tag were falling off. 

“I didn’t get his name.” 

But, he added, he was troubled 
by the way the trainee responded 
to the incident - and initially de¬ 
cided against telling the officers 
that his assailant made an anti-gay 
epithet. 

“I decided not to make a point 
about the guy calling me a fag¬ 
got,” he said. “The training officer 
found the whole thing to be a joke. 
He just kept smirking and trying 
not to laugh. 

“I told the officers that I lived 
in the Tenderloin and thought the 
Castro was a safer neighborhood 
than where I lived. I’ve found out 
that’s not true,” he said. 


Sabados told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter he was also confounded 
when, after he filed the police re¬ 
port, inspectors at both the police 
hate crimes unit and general 
works bureau haven’t been able to 
locate the report. 

“No one’s been able to find the 
case report,” he complained. “But, 
they’ve said they know the guy. 
Supposedly he’s a regular.” 

Although the police depart¬ 
ment requires police academy 
students to receive sensitivity 
training around lesbian and gay 
community issues, CUAV execu¬ 
tive director Lester Olmstead- 
Rose said the training needs to be 
constantly reviewed and rein¬ 
forced. 

Olmstead-Rose said the inci¬ 
dent is a reminder that the great 
majority of anti-gay hate crimes 
reported to CUAV are from inci¬ 
dents in the heavily gay Castro, 
Mission, and Duboce Triangle 
neighborhoods. 

Sabados told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that the incident has left its 
mark. 

“I’m a lot more alert now and 
carry a can of mace. Effective Jan¬ 
uary 1, a permit is not required for 
mace or pepper spray,” he said. ▼ 


Letter Hoax Appears 
In Castro Neighborhood

A scrooge who tried hard to 
put a damper on one Castro man’s 
Christmas spirit quickly found out 
it will take more than the bah- 
humbug message he sent through 
a normally peaceful residential 
neighborhood. 

Casselli Street resident Paul 
Svedersky told the B.A.R. that he 
was the victim of a hoax letter¬ 
writing scheme by someone who 
forged his name on a homopho¬ 
bic and racist letter that was 
mailed to more than 20 of his 
neighbors. 

San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment Officer Ray Austin, who pa¬ 
trols the Castro district, told the 
B.A.R. he hasn’t heard of anything 
similar in the area. Moreover, he 
said he was surprised a sinister act 
like this would happen to some¬ 
body living on that street. 

Svedersky expressed relief that 
all of his neighbors believed him 
after he visited them to explain 
that the letter was forged. 

“It’s a great relief,” he said. “If 


you could imagine neighbors 
looking at you like you’re a bigot 
... It’s an evil that I never experi¬ 
enced before.” He added that he is 
not involved in any current politi¬ 
cal campaigns or causes, or any¬ 
thing else that might prompt 
someone to target him. 

Svedersky said he discovered 
the letter while walking home for 
lunch from his job at a Castro trav¬ 
el agency December 26. A neigh¬ 
bor drove up to him at and said, 
“Paul, I don’t think you wrote this, 
but what’s it about?” 

The entire letter was kept 
eerily anonymous, with no return 
address other than Gays For A 
Better Neighborhood appearing 
on each of the envelopes. Each of 
the letters was addressed to 
“Resident” and started off with 
“Dear Neighbors,” before 
launching into a cesspool of 
name calling: “Don’t bring your 
tricks down the street, your re¬ 
heated hash, you nelly, loud and 
affected queens.” 

And that was the high-brow 
section. The anonymous author 


went on to write, “Chink, Chicano 
and nigger lovers don’t move in 
here ... help keep your property 
values up.” 

Svedersky commented, “It’s 
worse than a practical joke, some¬ 
one signing my name and my ad¬ 
dress to a letter that I know noth¬ 
ing about. 

“It obviously was a sick joke.” 

Casselli street resident Serafi- 
na Sands contacted the B.A.R. 
shortly after receiving a letter. 
“It’s a little bit disturbing, since I 
live just three doors down,” she 
said. “I’ve lived in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia and I’ve lived in Arizona, 
and this is really disturbing be¬ 
cause we came back up here be¬ 
cause we were sick of living 
around those kind of attitudes.” 

She said she called a gay news¬ 
paper to send a message: “Whoev¬ 
er wrote this letter should know 
that it’s not okay for them to do 
this,” she said. 

Svedersky said he has reported 
the incident to the U.S. Postal In¬ 
spector, but there currently are no 
leads. ▼

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New College 
Announces 
$10K HIV+ Law 
Student Grant

A $5,000 award by Mobiliza¬ 
tion Against AIDS to establish a 
scholarship for an HIV-positive 
law student at New College 
School of Law will be matched by 
$5,000 of work study funds and 
other financial assistance at the 
public interest law school. 

The grant is the first of its kind 
in the country and is for a student 
who “will commit themselves to 
public interest and AIDS law,” 
local AIDS activist and third-year 
New College student Bill Hershon 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Hershon said the grant has 
been in the works since last June 
and that the New College is com¬ 
mitted to making the law school 
and its unique course of study ac¬ 
cessible to people with HIV infec¬ 
tion who may want a career in 
public interest law. 

The grant is a one-time award, 
but Hershon said he hopes it will 
eventually become a full three- 
year scholarship to the school, 
through contributions from local 
law firms and lawyers. 

“We hope it will become annu¬ 
alized,” he said. “We’re not going 
to have a person go through the 
first year of law school and not 
have the funds to finish all three 
years.”

Home Care Finally 
Gets More Than 
Minimum Wage 


For the first time in over 20 
years, home care workers in San 
Francisco will receive a wage in¬ 
crease that is not tied to the mini¬ 
mum wage. 

There are more than 5,000 peo¬ 
ple who work in San Francisco 
going to the homes of people with 
AIDS, senior citizens, people just 
released from hospitals, and peo¬ 
ple who need help to survive. 
They have been doing the work 
for the minimum wage, $4.25 an 
hour. 

Special legislation was passed 
allowing San Francisco to go 
ahead with this historic wage in¬ 
crease, and the state has now set a 
timeline allowing distribution to 
happen in January. 

Sal Rosselli, openly gay presi¬ 
dent of Health Care Workers’ 
Union Local 250, gave details of 
the raise to many home care work¬ 
ers Thursday, December 28. Be¬ 
ginning in January, 1996, all in- 
home support service workers in 
San Francisco, both contract and

independent providers, will re¬ 
ceive a 15% increase, or about 57 
cents an hour. 

For a full time worker, the raise 
would equal almost $ 1,000 a year. ▼

Lutherans Expel 
St. Francis, First United

Two San Francisco Lutheran 
congregations that ordained les¬ 
bian and gay pastors, in defiance 
of a denominational ban on sexu¬ 
ally active homosexual clergy, 
were expelled from the 5.2 mil¬ 
lion-member Evangelical Luther¬ 
an Church in America on Sunday, 
December 31, 1995. 

The expulsions of St. Francis 
Lutheran Church and First United 
Lutheran Church follow five-year 
suspensions for the ordinations of 
the Reverend Phyllis Zillhart, the 
Reverend Ruth Frost, and the 
Reverend Jeff Johnson. 

First United later called John¬ 
son to be the first openly homo¬ 
sexual Lutheran pastor to head a 
congregation. 

In an ironic twist, Bishop 
Robert Mattheis, the executive of 
the ELCA Sierra Pacific Synod, 
presided at St. Francis Lutheran 
Church’s final Sunday service as 
a member of the denomination. 

Draped in ecclesiastical finery 
and bearing the shepherd’s staff 
symbolic of his office, Mattheis 
read a carefully-worded state¬ 
ment to the standing-room-only 
sanctuary crowd of more than 
200 St. Francis congregants and 
supporters. 

Mattheis reminded the congre¬ 
gation that, despite the expul¬ 
sions, both the synod and the de¬ 
nomination had passed resolu¬ 
tions to “maintain the bond of fel¬ 
lowship with St. Francis and First 
United,” and pledged to uphold 
the bond. 

Later, though, Matthei$ 
frankly acknowledged he did not 
understand the anger or outrage 
of the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty over the anti-gay religious 
abuse which led to expulsion of 
the churches. 

“No, I don’t understand it. I 
haven’t felt it. It’s not inside me,” 
Mattheis told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

He said that the expulsions 
were consequences that logically 
followed the decision of the con¬ 
gregations to call and ordain a 
sexually active lesbian couple 
and a gay man to the ministry. 

“When people take risks there 
are consequences,” he said. “I 
feel some grief around this. Let’s

just leave it at that. I am connect¬ 
ed to the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church in America, and to the 
council of bishops. I am responsi¬ 
ble to 65 bishops for what I say 
and think. 

“I don’t want to be irresponsi¬ 
ble in that way,” Mattheis said. 

But in her remarks to the con¬ 
gregation, Pastor Ruth Frost 
clearly anticipated Mattheis’s 
corporate-speak on behalf of the 
denomination; in an articulate 
and prophetic voice, she urged 
the members of St. Francis - and 
all lesbian and gay Lutherans and 
Christians - to continue to base 
their lives and actions on the 
Christian gospel teachings of 
hope and love. 

“But hope is not found in reli¬ 
gious organizations,” Frost said, 
“and hope will not be found in 
the repentance or conversion of 
religious authorities. 

“With our experience, the 
body of Christ is wrought again, 
and the Evangelical Lutheran 
Church is participating in its own 
peculiar self-mutilation. 

• “Today is a day of great 
shame,” she said. 

Frost, a brilliant theologian 
and pastoral counselor who grad¬ 
uated from Luther College in 
Decorah, Iowa and Luther Semi¬ 
nary in St. Paul, Minnesota, said 
the congregations must “move 
on” with their ministries, know¬ 
ing that they do not stand alone. 

“We are no longer willing to 


participate in our own oppres¬ 
sion, and we know too well that 
silence equals death,” she said. 

Frost and Zillhart are the par¬ 
ents of Joy Noel, a two-year-old 
girl they co-parent with a gay 
male couple they met at St. Fran¬ 
cis. 

Pastor James De Lange, who 
has served as senior pastor of St. 
Francis since 1981, said in his re¬ 
marks at the service that he en¬ 
couraged the congregation 13 
years ago to call the Reverend 
Michael Hillyer and James 
Lokken as ministers, and also en¬ 
couraged the congregations to 
call Zillhart and Frost in defiance 
of the denomination’s ban. He 
told the congregation he did so 
because in his 34 years as a het¬ 
erosexual Lutheran pastor, he 
“tried to live [his] life by the call 
of the gospel rather than by the 
order of law.” 

Attending the service were 
members of other congregations 
and supportive clergy around the 
state and country, including 
Southern California West synod 
Bishop Paul Egerston, whose son 
Greg is a member of St. Francis. 

Although the two churches 
lost their affiliation with the de¬ 
nomination, five other local 
Lutheran churches have invited 
members and pastors who want to 
retain the connection to become 
members of their congregations, 
while continuing to worship at St. 
Francis or First United. ▼

A retired Episcopal Bishop 
who is the subject of a church 
heresy trial for ordaining openly 
lesbian and gay priests will speak 
in San Francisco at a special 
Grace Cathedral service Saturday, 
January 13.

Senseless 
Euphoria, Please 


W ith so many problems in the 
world, and so many areas 
where a helpful word from a 
spiritual leader could con¬ 
ceivably make a big difference. Pope 
John Paul II chose the weirdest New 
Year’s message imaginable for his flock. 
With all apparent sincerity, the Pontiff 
urged his faithful to avoid “senseless eu¬ 
phoria,” an emotion he said was befit¬ 
ting pagans. 

Once again, we have to differ. 

Pagan or not, we love euphoria and 
consider it one of those things that sepa¬ 
rates us from what are often called 
“lower forms of life.” And even after all 
our disagreements with old JPII in the 
past, we were still stunned to find how 
much lower some fellow humans can 
sink when they get caught up in sense¬ 
less religiosity. 

New Year’s is definitely a sensible 
time to indulge in euphoria - or it would 
be, if the reactionary forces around the 
globe would let up their attacks on the 
rest of us. That isn’t exactly a reference 
to Bosnia (although it’s applicable 
enough) as much as it is - once again, 
unfortunately - criticism of Washington 
politics these days. Dole, Gingrich, John 
Kasich, and Dick Armey (yes, the guy 
who told the press his public name-call¬ 
ing of “Barney Fag” was an accident 
that required no “psychoanalysis or sec¬ 
ond-guessing”) continue to blame the 
president for the governmental shut¬ 
down that is terrorizing federal workers 
- and many of the rest of us - as if Clin¬ 
ton had the power to get it up and run¬ 
ning again. In their own way, they are 
the enforcers of the Pope’s ban on eu¬ 
phoria: the four horsemen of apprehen¬ 
siveness. 

What is interesting about the shut¬ 
down is that as the CDC remains mostly' 
closed - as an influenza epidemic rips 
through the midwest, untracked - and 
embassies around the world face shut¬ 
downs, and “essential” federal workers 
are literally forced to work for no pay 
(isn’t that a violation of the Constitu¬ 
tion?), etc., etc., etc.. Bob Dole still 
managed to get the treasury to wire him 
millions of tax dollars for him to spend 
on his campaign. 

He and Gingrich and Kasich and 
Shithead (oh, excuse us, we meant to 
say “Armey” - no psychoanalysis neces¬ 
sary, thanks) and the rest of the ob¬ 
streperous lot in Congress are also col¬ 
lecting their regular paychecks, of 
course, even though they cannot/will not 


do their regular “essential” jobs. What a 
waste of money. 

A big problem, as we see it, is the 
lack of culpability faced by Republican 
lawmakers. That point was driven home 
this week with the announcement that 
former Reagan crony James Watt will 
face only one count - a misdemeanor, 
no less - in connection with his improp¬ 
er lobbying activities of a few years ago. 
In exchange for the one guilty plea (pun¬ 
ishable by no more than six months be¬ 
hind bars, and we aren’t exactly holding 
our collective breath for that) the gov¬ 
ernment is dropping literally dozens of 
felony allegations. 

So much for the GOP’s “get tough on 
crime” stance. As always, the crimes 
they decry are not their own. 

The reason we mention Watt, a per¬ 
son we had hoped would never intrude 
into our lives again, is because he is 
such a typical symbol of the Reagan 
years. His function, for those who have 
forgotten, was to use his job as head of 
the Department of the Interior to demol¬ 
ish environmental protections. Other 
Reagan appointees went to work trying 
to destroy civil rights and education and 
just about anything else they could man¬ 
gle. 

That’s important, because it must not 
be forgotten that Reagan shredded the 
safety net and increased the national 
deficit like no other president. Now the 
same party that did the damage is blam¬ 
ing it on Democrats, saying it is liberals’ 
fault the system is broken and the deficit 
is too high. 

In a word, bullshit. 

Unfortunately, just as Watt is getting 
off with his crimes as misdemeanors, so 
has Reagan gotten away (so far) with the 
damage he did. It is very distressing to 
see the media shirking their responsibil¬ 
ity to remind people of the deficit’s his¬ 
tory, and that the war on poverty had a 
discernible positive effect until Ron and 
Nancy and their henchpersons screwed 
it up so badly. 

The good news is that every passing 
day makes the Republicans look clumsi¬ 
er and more arrogant. Every day they 
lose points in the eyes of America and 
around the globe. Before the crisis is 
over they may have alienated a full 95 
percent of this country’s citizens and 
earned the contempt of real lawmakers 
in other countries. 

Sorry, John Paul, but that sounds like 
our cue for some senseless euphoria in 
1996. ▼ 


Let the 
Tourists 
Come to 
the Castro

T he formation of CAPA, yet an¬ 
other group in the Castro, is 
above my head. I have attended 
a few of this group’s meetings 
and have been amazed at the things they 
want to undertake. 

The one really amazing thing, yet ad¬ 
mirable, is to post signs on the new “F* 
Line stating that the Castro is primarily 
a gay and lesbian neighborhood. So 
enter at your own risk? 

The fear that this new Muni line will 
bring into the area more tourists is al¬ 
legedly the main focal point. Yet if one 
examines the rest of the projects, one 
can see some strong yearnings of 
“power trips” within this group. 

The concern about more tourists is 
that more chain stores will want to relo¬ 
cate in the Castro. One can envision a 
huge Wal-Mart at the comer of Market 
and Castro, with an entrance from the 
Muni station into the “Giant White 
Sale.” 

I lived in the Castro for years, and 
now on Potrero Hill, yet I shop, eat and 
play in the Castro all the time that I am 
able to do so. Let the “F* Line come 
into the Castro, but no signs, as I be¬ 
lieve that will bring even more tourists. 
Let us fight City Hall for the permits 
that any business is required to file. 
That experience alone will teach us the 
value of preserving not only the Castro, 
but the integrity and beauty that is ours 
alone in the world. If we leam the ropes 
of City Hall, then we are many steps 
ahead. 

I cannot endorse a group such as the 
CAPA group. Their agenda is too large 
and all-encompassing and again speaks 
of control. They seem to have no real¬ 
ization that there are trained S.A.F.E. 
groups in the area, as well as a Fire De¬ 
partment-trained group that is willing 
and able to help after a disaster such as 
an earthquake. In fact, there is another 
group starting to train again in the Cas¬ 
tro this coming February. The city and 
many people outside the Castro do care 
what happens to the area that adds so 
much fun and sadness to our “City by 
the Bay.” We care, Castro, and will help 
when the time is ripe. 

I am begging the merchants not to 
support this group en mass, alone 
maybe, as they will not help the future 
of our Castro. Let the masses come in, 
let them enjoy themselves and return to 
Ohio with some gay education. The cit¬ 
izens will help Castro fight City Hall to 
a showdown if another store of a chain 
wants to move into the area. Let us 
know. There are thousands of us “Out 
There” who read the B.A.R. every week, 
vote according to the B.A.R ., shop ac¬ 
cording to the B.A.R., and enjoy “our” 
area. Do you really think that we are 
going to let the Castro go the way of 
24th Street? Think again. ▼ 
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Let the voters decide 

Several important points were not raised by my 
colleagues in your December 14, 1995 article about 
the board’s failure to place four alternative methods of 
electing members to the board of supervisors, devel¬ 
oped by the Elections Task Force, on the March Pri¬ 
mary Election Ballot. 

I voted to place these choices before the voters. I 
do hot agree that the lesbian, gay, bisexual, or trans¬ 
gender communities risk any real loss of political 
power through adoption of the district or alternative 
voting at-large methods proposed by the task force. 

In fact, I believe that these creative proposals 
would offer opportunity for much greater diversity 
within the communities that we now have represented 
on the board. I feel it would be inaccurate to conclude 
that the voters could not consider these choices and 
make a reasoned decision. 

As a teacher, I know talking up to students is how 
real education happens. The same is true of San Fran¬ 
cisco voters. They have proved time and again far 
more perceptive than pundits and political consultants 
would have us believe. 

Adoption of any one of the Elections Task Force 
recommendations would reduce the out-of-control 
cost of running for the board of supervisors. The full¬ 
time nature of the position could have been recog¬ 
nized. Board members could have been given a rea¬ 
sonable salary. I am also confident that whatever new 
method of election chosen by the voters would offer 
far greater opportunities for ordinary San Franciscans, 
neighborhood activists, working people, and currently 
unrepresented segments of the community to seek a 
seat on the board of supervisors. 

I was very disappointed that the board failed to 
give the voters a chance to choose. It was a really “the 
Grinch that stole Christmas” kind of move. I remain 
firmly committed to getting this matter on the ballot at 
the earliest opportunity.

Dopey description 

In her review of Shanghai Triad, the reviewer, 
Stephanie von Buchau, exhibited insensitivity border¬ 
ing on racism and sexism in her otherwise interesting 
commentary. In her reference to the role of Shuisheng 
she used the description “dopey, unattractive teen sent 
from the countryside.” 

I saw and appreciated this latest film by Zhang 
Yimou. Is she an expert on what an Asian male should 
look like in order to be considered attractive by a 
smug non-Asian “expert”? I am sure that I am not the 
only non-Asian among B.A.R. readers to find the 
young actor, Wang Xiao Biao, to be quite attractive. 
That put-down was offensive and inappropriate to the 
review of the film. It would be more excusable if von 
Buchau were Asian (and in a gay publication, a male). 
As a gay male, I don’t presume to be a judge of female 
attractiveness in the arts. I let my lesbian sisters deter¬ 
mine that. As for being “dopey,” maybe she should de¬ 
fine her word. The fine young actor had a major role 
equal in its importance to that of the great actress 
Gong Li. Here was an innocent youth plucked from a 
village background and plunged into the violence and 
decadence of pre-war Shanghai in an environment 
characterized by degradation and ugly exploitation for 
greed. Any teen would believably react in the manner 
of Shuisheng. When is the last time that the reviewer 
had a chance to observe the degradation of our own 
youth on Polk Street at night? Would von Buchau 
have reacted differently had Shanghai been New York 
City and the youth African-American or European- 
American? Or if this exploited youth had been a fe¬ 
male teen rather than a male one? 

My only complaint with the cinematic genius of 
Zhang Yimou is that all his films exult in humiliation, 
suffering and degradation, and they always end in 
tragedy and despair. In this manner, he may just be 
playing to the gallery of intellectually cynical film re¬ 
viewers and fashionable film festivals. We all realize 
that negative reviews are more entertaining than posi¬ 
tive ones. But one should maintain a perspective: pro¬ 
fessional reviewers are almost never people who have 
contributed in any significant way to the art they criti¬ 
cize.

Passing Judgment 

[The following is an open letter to Mr. Samuel N. 
Suthard, Sr. Captain/Administrator, The Salvation 
Army, San Francisco:] 

The Salvation Army’s position statement on homo¬ 
sexuality should be a clear, logical, and coherent doc¬ 
ument that teaches and promotes love and acceptance, 
but it is not. Instead it is a mixture of innuendoes, 
judgments, interpretation, and rules for acceptance. 

The opening words state, “The Salvation Army is 
vitally concerned with strengthening family life.” 
What a broad statement on which no one Would dis¬ 
agree, for what strengthens family life more than love, 
acceptance, promotion of self-esteem, and coopera¬ 
tion of members within the family unit. The underly¬ 
ing innuendo is that these qualities exist only in het¬ 
erosexual and not in homosexual relationships. There 
is no evidence to support that kind of conclusion, yet 
the Salvation Army uses this kind of logic to condemn 
and pass judgment. 

Contrary to the spirit and teachings of Jesus Christ 
that only the Father in heaven should make judgments 
of people and their acts, the Salvation Army has taken 
upon itself to pass judgment and to condemn the lives 
of an entire group of people by asserting, “Homosex¬ 
ual behavior...presents a serious threat to the integrity, 
quality and solidarity of society as a whole.” Nowhere 
in this position paper or anywhere else, for that mat¬ 
ter, is there any evidence to support such a wild and 
prejudicial statement. Yet, it is on this mistaken belief 
that the Salvation Army continues to condemn and 
pass judgment. 

The assertion that homosexual behavior is contrary 
to the teachings of the Bible is one interpretation. Ho¬ 
mosexual Christians, however, (yes, there is a place in 
Heaven for Homosexual Christians) find both in the 
Bible and in their personal relationship with God, 
complete spiritual support for their innate tendencies 
and homosexual acts. Which interpretation is correct? 
Again, Jesus of Nazareth answered that the Father in 
Heaven would make the final judgment. Yet, the Sal¬ 
vation Army continues to condemn and pass judgment 
of its own. 

The position statement clearly outlines the require¬ 
ments for membership as a “Salvation Army soldier.” 
In America, it is not against the law to discriminate 
against a person based on that person’s sexual behav¬ 
ior, clear and simple. And so, the Salvation Army con¬ 
tinues to legally condemn and pass judgment. 

Finally, the Salvation Army’s position of judging 
and condemning a person’s private sexual behavior 
based on unsupported assertions and a particular in¬ 
terpretation of the Bible is in no way treating that per¬ 
son with respect or dignity. In fact, it is the antithesis 
of the teachings of Jesus Christ.

T he California Legislature, 
returning to work this 
week after a long recess, 
will probably experience 
yet another year of political in¬ 
fighting, with some unfamiliar 
faces emerging as Capitol players. 
Considering the certain jockeying 
for position among Assembly Re¬ 
publicans, the first real impact of 
term limits hitting the Legislature 
and Governor Pete Wilson’s de¬ 
sire to rebuild his image as a pow¬ 
erhouse after his abortive presi¬ 
dential campaign, Sacramento 
devotees can expect nothing less 
than fireworks. 

When all-powerful Democratic 
Speaker Willie Brown left the 
Sacramento scene (for the most 
part) last year to concentrate on 
the San Francisco mayoral race, 
the Assembly erupted into chaos.. 
The wily Brown ensured contin¬ 
ued Democratic control by engi¬ 
neering the election of a friendly 
female Republican, Doris Allen, 
as his successor, only to watch her 
recalled by the voters in her dis¬ 
trict, toppled as speaker, and re¬ 
placed with yet another renegade 
Republican, Brian Setenich, an 
unknown from Fresno. 

Setenich was also elevated to 
the speakership with the help of 
Democrats, thereby making him a 
definite target of the more conser¬ 
vative Republicans as the Assem¬ 
bly reconvenes this week. 

We can now expect a dirty 
intra-party squabble between 
Speaker Setenich and ultraconser¬ 
vative challenger Curt Pringle. 
This one should translate into 
smiles on the faces of Assembly 
Democrats, perhaps into the 
spring. 

Term limits will make the No¬ 
vember election for both the As¬ 
sembly and state Senate a bit of a 
tossup. Will the GOP be able to re¬ 
tain their slim Assembly majority, 
41-39, their first since 1970? Or 
will their infighting help the De¬ 
mocrats regain control of that au¬ 
gust body? 

The Senate now has 21 De¬ 
mocrats, 16 Republicans, two In¬ 
dependents and one vacancy. Will 
the Democrats keep their majority 
in this somewhat more stable 
group, assuring that East Bay 
President Pro Tern Bill Lockyer 
will finish out his final two years? 

Of local interest, with Willie 
Brown set to take over at City Hall 
next Monday, his seat will likely 
be filled after the March election 
by lesbian Supervisor Carole 
Migden. The other city Assembly 
seat, being vacated by John Bur¬ 
ton due to term limits, looks like it 
has Kevin Shelley’s name on it 
• come November. 

State Senator Milton Marks 
will also be termed-out this year. 
Democrats in the March primary 
will choose between John Burton 
and Supervisor Angela Alioto to 
see who goes on to do battle in 
November. 

San Francisco’s other state 
Senate seat (SF and San Mateo 
counties) is held by Independent 
Quentin Kopp and will be up for 
grabs in 1998. Another Assembly 
seat, the 19th, now held by As¬ 
semblywoman Jackie Speier, also 
takes in a portion of the city. A 
tussle between Daly City Council- 
woman Madolyn Agrimonti, 
Hillsborough businessman Dave 
Mandelkern and former Assem¬ 
blyman Lou Papan is shaping up 
to see who takes on Republican 
James Tdcker in November. 

My New Year’s predictions 
(and if I’m wrong no one will re¬ 
member anyway): If Bob Dole is 
the GOP nominee, his veep pick 
will be Colin Powell. If Texas 
Senator Phil Gramm is the pick, 
he will name California Attorney 
General Dan Lungren as his run¬ 
ning mate.

booth after the killing took place, 
claiming that she was Wilson, and 
that she was having a heart attack. 

Robbins has been unable to 
post a $1 million bail and has re¬ 
mained in the Marin County Jail 
since her arrest. Wool said sen¬ 
tencing is scheduled for February 
27, at which time he will plead for 
leniency. 

“She’s had 67 years without 
even a single jaywalking ticket; 
this is just an unfortunate and 
tragic incident,” he said. “Clearly 
she’s not a danger to society. It 
was an anomaly in an otherwise 
extraordinarily gentle life.” Since 
her imprisonment, Robbins was 
made a trustee, a position given by 
prison officials to model prison¬ 
ers.

Shift in semantics 

I’ve noticed a subtle shift in the 
terminology being used to refer to 
people’s coming out, especially 
terminology used by mainstream 
media. It used to be something 
along the lines of “acknowledged 
her lesbian orientation.” Now it 
seems to be more uniformly “ac¬ 
cepted her lesbian identity So, 
I’m going to play at false naivete 
here and ask what identity has to 
do with it. “Accepting an identity” 
implies that identity existed of it¬ 
self before you had the clue to say, 
“Oh, I must be one of these!” That 
it’s a real thing regardless of 
whether you consider it your iden¬ 
tity (or even an accurate descrip¬ 
tion). That pigeonholes you re¬ 
gardless of whether that one at¬ 
tribute comprises your whole life 
and sense of self, or is just an im¬ 
portant part of this complete 
breakfast. 

Obviously, I find it important 
to take some part in community 
(and rights struggle); otherwise, 
I’d no doubt have gotten bored 
with writing from a lesbian per¬ 
spective long ago. But my inter¬ 
ests and friendships don’t fall into 
neat little boxes. It’s not enough 
for me just to be a member of a 
few queer categories; there’s a 
whole world out there with cool 
things to see and do and taste and 
hear. If I can only explore them in 
the company of other queers, then 
any experience of them is going to 
focus on the “Hey, it’s queers 
doing this!” part, amidst which the 
experience itself might get lost. 

People discovering how free 
they can be will always be part of 
the community experience. But 
enshrining “identity” as our defin¬ 
ing feature makes us static, two- 
dimensional - and makes partici¬ 
pation in community a cult-like, 
all-or-nothing proposition. It’s 
time to act like we’re here for the 
long haul, as a community of peo¬ 
ple who grow and become multi¬ 
faceted. Life is change; that is how 
it differs from the rocks. 

It’s very trendy to act as though 
we’re on the verge of total de¬ 
struction - to go along with the re¬ 
ligious right’s wishful thinking. 
But guess what - if we win mar¬ 
riage in Hawaii, they will never 
have an officially Christian Amer¬ 
ica. HIV affects a minority of the 
gay/lesbian/etc. community. As 
we wear them down by our stub¬ 
born refusal to go away, let’s re¬ 
member to have lives, okay? See 
you out and about in the big, cool 
world in ’96! ▼ 


gree murder charges. “Even 
though we didn’t feel that the 
prosecution could prove first de¬ 
gree murder,” he said, “I’ve been 
in trial enough times to know that 
it’s a real dice roll,” to plead not 
guilty.

Unfortunately for his client. 
Wool explained, he believes the 
prosecution will argue for the 
maximum penalty because of en¬ 
hanced circumstances - the victim 
was over the age of 70, and a 
weapon was used. 

Wool said that the prosecution 
has not offered any maximum 
sentence guarantee in exchange 
for the guilty plea, and that the 
final decision - of three-year mit¬ 
igated, six-year midterm, or 11- 
year aggravated - is up to the 
judge. 

Robbins would be eligible for 
parole eventually, no matter what 
sentence she receives. Wool said 
he expects prosecution to argue 
for aggravated, which would es¬ 
sentially be a life sentence for his 
client. ▼

Maia Midwifery 
Makes Mark for 
Marginalized Moms

Two Berkeley women, Kim 
Toevs and Stephanie Brill, have 
formed Maia Midwifery, a service 
aimed specifically at the lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgendered 
population. They say they hope to 
operate Maia, named after a Greek 
fertility goddess, as an “A to Z” 
service that will start from precon¬ 
ception through birth and then be¬ 
yond. 

Both women have been prac¬ 
ticing home midwives for over 
three years, Toevs told the B.A.R., 
but in the past year they have fo¬ 
cused on pre-conception counsel¬ 
ing and on planning their compa¬ 
ny. 

“We’re really committed to 
women’s healthcare,” she said, 
“and for healthcare not to be a dis- 
empowering experience. 

“It started out as a natural ex¬ 
tension of working around 
women’s reproduction issues,” she 
said, at the Berkeley Free Clinic, 
Planned Parenthood in Richmond 
for many years, and as an HIV 
counselor at a number of different 
places. “And that’s what led me 
into working with birth - and once 
I attended a birth I realized that 
was a whole new field opening up 
to me,” she said. 

“We’ve both come to mid¬ 
wifery through apprenticeship 
programs,” Toevs continued. “I 
got trained as a labor coach 
through other midwives. 
Stephanie had her baby at home in 
a cabin. She approached it through 
studying a lot of herbal medicine, 
relationship skills, and women’s 
spiritual work. 

“All those skills are more im¬ 
portant, I think. 

“Fundamentally,” she told the 
B.A.R., “my approach to mid¬ 
wifery is that I am autonomous, 
and it goes hand-to-hand with my 
belief that women get to choose 
where they birth and how they 
birth and with whom they birth.” 

Despite a few lesbian-friendly 
sperm banks and obstetricians in 
the Bay Area, the two believe 
there’s much more work to be 
done. “We strongly believe that 
non-judgmental pre- and post¬ 
conception services are greatly 
lacking in the gay community,” 
Toevs commented. “We are com¬ 
mitted to changing that, both 
through the community education 
programs and individual services 
that we offer.” 


No sperm for lesbians 

Sherron Mills of the Pacific 
Reproductive Services sperm 
bank in San Francisco agreed with 
Toevs’s assessment. “A lot of 
sperm banks won’t work with les¬ 
bians,” she told the B.A.R., “and 
the thing that makes people come 
[to us] from all over the place is 
because we’re supportive of their 
plans.” Pacific Reproductive Ser¬ 
vices has facilitated a little over 
400 births around the country 
since opening up in the Castro in 
1984. In addition to shipping 
frozen sperm, Mills said they fre¬ 
quently offer how-to lessons over 
the phone about the inseminations 
and timing the cycles. 

“The other half of what we do 
is a lot of emotional counseling” 
because of strains on finances and 
on relationships, she added. 

“I think many women in the 
queer community for years want^ 
ed to have a baby and create fami¬ 
lies, and I think that because the 
creation of families is so much 
more intentional, it becomes much 
more of a mental process. Then all 
your head trips get in the way: I 
see women wait for years to have 
the right partner, the right job, the 
right relationships skills.” 

Toevs said certain common 
themes surrounding pregnancy 
arise in clients of all races and 
economic levels. Typical concerns 
include isolation among peers in 
the queer community - which is 
not, in her opinion, as child- 
friendly as it should be; internal¬ 
ized homophobia; and other self¬ 
doubts. 

Mills said she was impressed 
with the full service concept of¬ 
fered by Toevs and Brill, after co¬ 
sponsoring a series of lectures on 
conception with them at Lyon- 
Martin Medical Services in San 
Francisco. “I was really impressed 
with their insights, a lot about 
what lesbians go through,” she 
said. 

Pursuing motherhood would 
be legitimized for lesbians, Mills 
believes, if gay marriages were le¬ 
galized. “We’d have that social 
support. The rest of it is just sort 
of changing attitudes, realizing 
that having children is a really 
happy thing, and it’s a really uni¬ 
versal thing. 

“People want to have children. 
To make it a shameful thing, be¬ 
cause someone is a lesbian, is a 
crime.” 


Fortunately, Mills said, she has 
seen dramatic changes take place 
on a smaller, more personal level. 
“I’ve seen a lot of parents come 
around,” she told the B.A.R. “I’ve 
seen most of them become loving 
grandparents.” T

ainstream advice 
columnists now regu¬ 
larly tackle queer 
questions, with vary¬ 
ing degrees of success, in newspa¬ 
pers around the globe. A recent ef¬ 
fort by Ruth Westheimer is a no¬ 
table failure. 

In “Ask Dr. Ruth” ( Chicago 
Tribune, Dec. 21), the popular sex 
expert responded to a 17-year-old 
gay transvestite, who wrote, “I 
have a big dilemma. I live at home 
with my mother and stepfather 
and neither one of them agrees 
with my lifestyle. ... I have not 
flaunted my lifestyle in their faces. 
I do not have my boyfriend call 
my house, and I don’t use my 
mother’s clothes. I dress at my 
friend’s house and my boyfriend 
pages me. I go to the mall to buy 
my own clothes, makeup, and jew¬ 
elry.” The young man concluded, 
“My parents want me to move out, 
but I don’t have a place to stay. Do 
you have any advice?” 

Westheimer answered, “Since 
you are only 17, you do have a 
dilemma. Without a job, it is real¬ 
ly not possible for you to move 
out. You need to finish your 
schooling ... .” She added, “Since 
you have been discreet, I hope you 
can convince your mother and 
stepfather to allow you to stay. 
You might want to sit down and 
talk to them and tell them that you 
will do everything in your power 
to keep your lifestyle under wraps. 
Ask them to give you a little more 
time so you can get on your feet. 

“If that fails,” Westheimer con¬ 
cluded, “there may be a group 
home nearby where you can find a 
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place to stay.” 

Westheimer’s advice is lazy 
and vacuous. “There may be a 
group home somewhere” is hardly 
the stuff of expert wisdom. West¬ 
heimer might have at least ex¬ 
pended the slightest energy and 
referred this potentially-homeless 
boy to specific hotlines or agen¬ 
cies in his area. 

Westheimer is either indiffer¬ 
ent or blind to this teenager’s real 
dilemma. The boy isn’t toying 
with the idea of moving. He is fac¬ 
ing the very real possibility of 
forced homelessness because of 
his sexual orientation (it’s an all- 
too-common problem, as an “ex¬ 
pert” like Westheimer should 
know). 

Westheimer advises the boy to 
tell his parents “that you will do 
everything in your power to keep 
your lifestyle under wraps.” As an 
“expert,” Westheimer might have 
mentioned that the closet (howev¬ 
er unavoidable it can seem) is not 
a healthy place to live. Conceding 
to the ignorance of others might 
be necessary for immediate sur¬ 
vival, but it must always be a last 
option. 

Casually, Westheimer suggests 
that this teenager might further ac¬ 
commodate his parents. More ac¬ 
curately, of course, he would be 
accommodating his parent’s big¬ 
otry and ignorance. The problem, 
fundamentally, is theirs. Homo¬ 
sexuality is not the cause of homo¬ 
phobia. Homophobes are not 
cured when homosexuals go 
“under wraps.” 

Unfortunately, Westheimer 
never considers the possibility that 
these parents, like many others, 
could exchange their ignorance 
for understanding. Instead, she 
writes as if homophobia were 
chronic. Her advice neither af¬ 
firms nor informs.

Rated H 

Self-described as “a Christian 
organization promoting the Bibli¬ 
cal ethic of decency in American 
society with primary emphasis on 
TV and other media,” the Ameri¬ 
can Family Association (AFA) is 
actually a well-financed, hetero¬ 
sexual supremacist group. The or¬ 
ganization’s monthly magazine, 
the AFA Journal, has begun the 
new year with a bigot’s guide to 
broadcasting. The January 1996 
issue offers readers a homophobic 
accounting of prime-time televi¬ 
sion programming. 

To indicate the “offensiveness” 
of particular programs, the AFA 
has assigned various ratings 
codes. These codes include: “AC” 
(anti-Christian), “PC” (politically 
correct), “S” (objectionable sexual 
content), “P” (profanity) and - of 
course - “H” (promotes homosex¬ 
ual agenda). 

An episode of The Crew (FOX, 
November 16), for example, is 
rated “S H P6.” Thus, according to 
the AFA, the episode contained 
objectionable sexual content, pro¬ 
moted the homosexual agenda, 
and used profanity ... six times! A 
brief content summary is also pro¬ 
vided, for specific details: “Ru- 
Paul is a guest star, and dialogue is 
packed with homosexual jokes, 
bondage jokes and more.” 

Of the 22 prime-time series re¬ 
viewed, the AFA accuses 15 of 
“promoting the homosexual agen¬ 
da.” H ratings are given to Court¬ 
house (CBS), The Crew (FOX), 
Friends (NBC), High Society 
(CBS), Homicide (NBC), Hope & 
Gloria (NBC), Hudson Street 
(ABC), Melrose Place (FOX), The 
Nanny (CBS), NewsRadio (NBC), 
NYPD Blue (ABC), Pursuit of 


Happiness (NBC), Roseanne 
(ABC), The Single Guy (NBC), 
and Sisters (NBC). Of these, five - 
The Crew, Friends, Melrose Place, 
Courthouse and NYPD Blue - are 
cited for multiple promo-homo 
episodes. 

Significantly, AFA members 
are encouraged to write or call 
companies that purchased airtime 
during H-rated shows. These ad¬ 
vertisers are urged to stop spon¬ 
soring the “homosexual agenda,” 
or risk a loss in sales. 

The effectiveness of such 
threats is difficult to determine 
(and the subject of some debate). 
Despite official industry denials, 
however, advertisers undoubtedly 
wield significant influence over 
the content of commercial televi¬ 
sion. The AFA, which reaches a 
large, responsive membership, in¬ 
tends to wield significant influ¬ 
ence over the conduct of advertis¬ 
ers. 

The AFA Journal specifically 
targets Abbott Labs (Murine eye 
drops, Selsun Blue shampoos), for 
advertising during Courthouse 
episodes that portrayed lesbianism 
as “normal” and a lesbian as the 
“heroine.” McDonald’s (fast 
foods) is also cited, for sponsoring 
episodes of The Crew that featured 
“Paul, the series homosexual.” 
Procter & Gamble (Tide, Spic & 
Span, Pringles) is listed, for pur¬ 
chasing airtime during episodes of 
Friends in which there were “nu¬ 
merous homosexual and condom” 
references and “God’s name is 
used in vain about once every 2.5 
minutes.” The AFA targets Volk¬ 
swagen (Audi, Volkswagen cars) 
for sponsoring NYPD Blue's, in¬ 
clusion of a lesbian police officer, 
a homosexual secretary, and 
“many crude scatological and sex 
terms (piss, pullin’ my pud, joint, 
etc.).” Finally, Johnson & Johnson 
(Johnson baby products, Tylenol) 
is cited for sponsoring “homosex¬ 
ual character Matt,” staple of the 
prime-time soap opera Melrose 
Place. 

Urge companies targeted by 
the AFA to resist the forces of 
homophobic hate, through the 
continued support of fairness, 
accuracy, and diversity in televi¬ 
sion.

San Francisco gays and lesbians 
will participate in a noontime 
"beer-letting" today, January 4, in 
front of the Goethe Institute, locat¬ 
ed at 530 Bush Street, to protest a 
German federal prosecutor's cen¬ 
sorship of gay topics on Com¬ 
puServe. [See story, page one.] 

"I plan to stand in front of the 
Goethe Institute and pour out 
Beck's and St. Pauli Girl beers into 
the sewer," Michael Petrelis of 
Americans for Gay Rights told the 
Bay Area Reporter. He said the ac¬ 
tion is part of a month-long boy¬ 
cott, which his group hopes other 
gays - and gay bars - will join. 

Goethe is a quasi-govemmen- 
tal institution located in San Fran¬ 
cisco, Washington, DC, and New 
York, which promotes German 
culture abroad. Next week it is 
sponsoring a German film festival 
at the Castro Theater. 

Petrelis said he would like to 
see the boycott extended to Com¬ 
puServe, but for now is confining 
it to German beer companies. 

"[CompuServe, Inc.] caved in 
so quickly and drew up the list of 
data bases, but I thought that since 
the Bavarian prosecutor was the 
one to start this, the German gov¬ 
ernment should be the ones to be 


boycotted," he said. 

John James, editor and pub¬ 
lisher of AIDS Treatment News, 
said CompuServe's actions are un- 
neccesary since preventing chil¬ 
dren from viewing potentially 
pornographic material, or others 
who might be offended, can al¬ 
ready be accomplished with exist¬ 
ing “blocking” software. "The 
parents should have control, and 
do have control, through software 
that is available," he said. 

After a January 2 rally for her 
recently announced State Senate 
candidacy, Supervisor Angela 
Alioto said that although she is not 
computer literate enough to under¬ 
stand the Internet, she is opposed 
to censorship in all forms. Aide 
Jerry Windley commented, "It's 
amazing that in our technological¬ 
ly advanced age, CompuServe, 
Inc. cannot accommodate the 
wishes of the German Supreme 
Court without having to infringe 
on the rights of everyone else." 

Also on hand at the event was 
former mayoral candidate Roberta 
Achtenberg, who commented, "If 
CompuServe is being complicit in 
discrimination I'm obviously 
against that." 

While not professing to know 
anything about the latest in a string 
of public feuds over the Internet,

a manipulation of power that bor¬ 
ders on psychological abuse. 

The practice is commonly and 
derisively known among non¬ 
profit city contractors and subcon¬ 
tractors as putting on “a dog and 
pony show” - and, key City Hall 
sources say, even though no pub¬ 
lic testimony was allowed, the 
Salvation Army spectacle did not 
sit well with the board. 

“The program clients are 
hostages. It’s troubling to me, and 
I will say that it is something that 
should not happen,” said Supervi¬ 
sor Susan Leal. Leal is not the 
only member of the board who 
objected to the practice. 

“No, I don’t think it’s appropri¬ 
ate, but they all do it,” Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano said of the practice. 

Migden also told the Bay Area 
Reporter she viewed the tactic 
with disdain. 

Board Needs To 
Take a Stand 

Ammiano said that he did not 
favor the continuance, because he 
doubted the Salvation Army 
would change its anti-gay 
rhetoric. He said the board needed 
to take a stand on whether it 
would continue to fund homopho¬ 
bic groups or repudiate them. 

In one example reflecting his 
concern, Ammiano told the B.A.R. 
he was approached after the hear¬ 
ing by a reporter for a daily news¬ 
paper, for comment on an Army 
spokesman’s position that the les¬ 
bian and gay community - and not 
the organization - would be hurt if 
the request for funds were rejected. 

“Once again, they are blaming 
the victims,” he said. “Our com¬ 
munity understands that. I’m not 
sure the mainstream press gets it, 
though.” 

As the Bay Area Reporter left 
the board meeting, a Salvation 
Army spokesman had just told an 
observer the religious organiza¬ 
tion was not anti-gay - even 
though it would only ordain ho¬ 
mosexuals who were willing to 
agree never to have sex. 

Although Migden initially said 
that the continuance was needed 


because she believed “we’re mov¬ 
ing ahead on resolving concerns,” 
she later told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter she wanted to make it clear 
that she was not inclined to ap¬ 
prove the release of the funds. 

She said the Army must flatly 
“agree to a set of terms,” or the 
board will not disburse the federal 
emergency shelter and housing 
funds. 

A frankly dubious Leal told the 
B.A.R. her concerns about funding 
the homophobic organization 
have not been dissuaded, but 
agreed to Migden’s continuance to 
allow her colleague time to review 
the materials sent by the Army. 

The long-simmering dispute 
between the Salvation Army and 
the lesbian and gay community 
flared up following a patronizing 
and insulting November 30 letter 
to the B.A.R. from Salvation Army 
administrative officer Samuel 
Southard, who was responding to 
widespread criticism of the group. 

Southard reiterated the Army’s 
theological position that homo¬ 
sexuals are mentally sick and 
“needed help and understanding,” 
but stressed that homosexual be¬ 
havior, like “any deviant behavior 
is capable of control.” He also said 
homosexuals who were not “able 
to develop mature heterosexual re¬ 
lationships can be helped by med¬ 
ical treatment and/or psychiatric 
or pastoral counseling” and by 
conversion to Christianity. 

A Salvation Army divisional 
spokesman later acknowledged 
the letter accurately reflected the 
group’s religious viewpoint, but 
said it confused that view with the 
group’s social mission and was 
sent without permission. 

Salvation Army divisional di¬ 
rector Major Jerry Gaines said the 
group did not discriminate on the 
basis of sexual orientation, but in 
an earlier incident, the Army indi¬ 
cated it would refuse city funds 
rather than be required to house a 
lesbian couple with children in its 
emergency housing program. 

Southard’s comments were 
also believed to be a direct attempt 
to subvert Gaines’s authority 
within the group. Recently ap¬ 
pointed to his post, Gaines has no 
direct control over Southard or his 
programs. T 


Achtenberg did say that she thought 
boycotts "were an effective tool." 

James underscored the impor¬ 
tance to HIV/AIDS education of 
the type of services nixed by 
CompuServe. 

"The future of AIDS education 
is going to be through computer 
education," he said. ▼

and Americans should be greatly 
alarmed by the speed at which 
your company has zapped the free¬ 
dom of speech on the Internet.” 

The CompuServe action af¬ 
fects all 4,000,000 of the online 
firm’s subscribers. It came after a 
German prosecutor won an order 
to have CompuServe block access 
to some 200 newsgroups that 
were deemed to be sexually ex¬ 
plicit, or else cease doing business 
in that nation. 

But since CompuServe has no 
mechanism in place to block ac¬ 
cess only to its 100,000 German 
subscribers, which accounts for 
20 percent of its European mar¬ 
ket, it had to block the access to 
all the firm’s customers. 

“Obviously, we’re getting neg¬ 
ative feedback from our members, 
but CompuServe didn’t choose to 
do this,” said Daphne Kent, a 
CompuServe spokeswoman. 
“This was a decision forced on us 
by the German government.” ▼

64 A s an openly gay man living in New York City in the 
l\ 70’s and 80’s, I experienced the exhilaration of gay 
liberation after Stonewall, and then despair as the AIDS 
epidemic cut down so many wonderful people in the 
prime of their lives.

Abbott Laboratories submitted 
a New Drug Application to the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion Thursday, December 21, seek¬ 
ing clearance for the use of the pro¬ 
tease inhibitor ritonavir to treat 
HIV infection. 

Protease inhibitors are a new 
class of drug with a mechanism of 
action that is different from the pre¬ 
viously available antiretroviral 
treatments for AIDS. Nucleoside 
analogues, such as AZT and ddC, 
work by inhibiting the action of re¬ 
verse transcriptase, an enzyme in¬ 
volved in the replication of the 
virus’s genetic material. Protease 
inhibitors, such as ritonavir, block 
the action of an enzyme involved in 
the final processing of viral pro¬ 
teins. By blocking protease activi¬ 
ty, protease inhibitors prevent pro¬ 
duction of infectious viral particles. 

“Ritonavir offers physicians 
and patients a powerful protease in¬ 
hibitor for the fight against HIV in¬ 
fection and AIDS,” says Andre Per- 


net, Ph.D., vice president of phar¬ 
maceutical products research and 
development at Abbott. “Based on 
what we now understand about 
viral dynamics, it appears that early 
intervention with a combination of 
antiretroviral agents may be the 
best treatment strategy for HlV-in- 
fected patients. Ritonavir is being 
developed in both capsule and liq¬ 
uid form, and will be administered 
in a twice-daily dosing regimen.” 

Data from two double-blind, 
multicenter, multicountry, random¬ 
ized trials demonstrated the effec¬ 
tiveness of ritonavir for the treat¬ 
ment of HIV infection. The first 
trial (M94-247) studied the safety 
and efficacy of ritonavir plus cur¬ 
rent therapy against placebo plus 
current therapy. In this trial, 1,090 
patients were randomized to receive 
daily either 1,200 mg of ritonavir or 
placebo, concomitant with existing 
nucleoside therapy (if any). 

In the first 159 patients enrolled 
with high baseline HIV RNA lev¬ 
els, ritonavir produced statistically 
significant decreases in mean viral

RNA levels compared to placebo 
over the first 16 weeks of the study. 
Measurement of viral RNA levels 
are indicative of the amount of the 
HIV virus in a patient’s blood. In 
the ritonavir group, patients 
showed a maximal mean decrease 
in HIV RNA levels of 90 percent 
after two weeks of treatment. The 
magnitude of the decrease attenuat¬ 
ed over time. This compares with 
negligible mean changes at all time 
points in the placebo group. 

CD4 counts were analyzed 
from the first 211 patients random¬ 
ized. Statistically significant in¬ 
creases in average change of CD4 
count from baseline were observed 
with ritonavir as compared to 
placebo over the first 16 weeks. 

Effects and side effects 

The second trial (M94-245) 
compared the efficacy of ritonavir 
alone, zidovudine (AZT) alone, or 
the combination of ritonavir and 
AZT in HIV-infected patients with¬ 
out prior antiretroviral therapy. In 
this trial, 356 patients were ran¬ 
domized to one of the three treat¬ 
ment groups. All patients had at 
least one screening CD4 lympho¬ 
cyte count of at least 200 cells/mi¬ 
croliter and at least one screening 
of HIV RNA level 15,000 parti- 
cles/mL. 

Over the first 16 weeks of the 
study, ritonavir produced statistical¬ 
ly significant decreases in mean av¬ 
erage viral RNA levels compared to 
the combination and AZT groups. 
In the ritonavir group, a mean de¬ 
crease in HIV RNA of greater than 
90 percent from baseline was ob¬ 
served after two weeks of treatment. 
The magnitude of decrease persist¬ 
ed with the ritonavir group over the 
16-week observation period. 

In addition, statistically signifi¬ 
cant mean average increases in 
CD4 count were observed with 
both arms compared to AZT. In the 
ritonavir alone group, mean in¬ 
creases exceeding 62 cells/micro¬ 
liter were observed by the second 
week of treatment, and were main¬ 
tained or exceeded at all later visits. 

In addition, data from a sup¬ 
portive study (M94-208) showed 
that the use of ritonavir in combi¬ 
nation with the nucleoside ana¬ 
logues AZT and ddC demonstrated 
more potent antiviral activity than 
any single agent or combination of 
agents previously tested with riton¬ 
avir in therapy-naive patients. 

An open-label, multicenter, six- 
month evaluation (M94-208) of the 
safety and antiviral activity of ri¬ 
tonavir in combination with AZT 
and ddC studied 32 HIV-positive 
patients enrolled in the trial. After 
two weeks of treatment, the mean 
viral RNA levels decreased 95 per¬ 
cent (1.26 logs) from baseline in ri¬ 
tonavir-treated patients. In addi¬ 
tion, the median increase in CD4 
cell count ranged from 80 cells/mi¬ 
croliter after eight weeks of treat¬ 
ment to 106 cells/microliter at 
week 12. After 20 weeks of treat¬ 
ment, the mean viral RNA levels 
decreased 98% (1.76 logs) from 
baseline in ritonavir-treated pa¬ 
tients and the median CD4 cell 
count was 171 among ritonavir- 
treated patients. 

Improvement in immunological 
status was apparent after two 
weeks of treatment and continued 
throughout the 20-week observa¬ 
tion period. 

Ritonavir generally was well tol¬ 
erated in clinical trials. In all three 
trials, the most common adverse 
events observed were diarrhea, nau¬ 
sea, vomiting, asthenia, and circum- 
oral paresthesia. It was noted that, in 
trial M94-247, the incidence of each 
of these adverse events was highest 
in the first two weeks after com¬ 
mencing use of ritonavir. ▼

of Prisons, one third of incarcerat¬ 
ed men report “engaging” in ho¬ 
mosexual activity while serving 
out their prison sentences. Groups 
like the James Markunas Society 
want to make latex condoms fig¬ 
ure into that equation, despite the 
“no talk” rules that abound in pris¬ 
ons about sexual activity. More¬ 
over, they work to end drug addic¬ 
tion and mental health problems 
among inmates. 

And, like the group’s advocacy 
for fair treatment of gay prisoners 
since 1986, they have pushed for 
humane treatment of all prisoners 
with HIV/AIDS, irrespective of 
their sexual orientation.

Watters Autopsy Confirms 
Morphine Overdose

AIDS needle exchange re¬ 
searcher and proponent John 
Watters died last month of acute 
morphine-type alkaloid poison¬ 
ing - and not from an overdose of 
prescription drugs, as friends had 
suggested - according to the re¬ 
sults of an autopsy performed by 
the San Francisco’s Medical Ex¬ 
aminer’s Office released Thurs¬ 
day, December 28. 

The condition of Watters’s 
heart upon anatomical examina¬ 
tion revealed cardiac hypertro¬ 
phy, an indication that Watters 
had a long history of using co¬ 
caine and amphetamine-type 
drugs, according to San Francis¬ 
co Administrative Coroner Herb 
Hawley. 

Watters was found dead No¬ 
vember 20 at his home by Leslie 
Iura, his former partner and 
mother of their eight-year-old 
son. Watters’s girlfriend in New 
York had called to ask Iura to 
check on Watters’s well-being 
after he failed to arrive on a 
scheduled flight that same 
evening. According to a coroner’s 
report, Iura entered the residence, 
found the 47-year-old University 
of California assistant professor 
lying dead on a couch, and called

city paramedics. 

Watters was in a prone posi¬ 
tion on the couch, with his lower 
extremities on the ground. A sy¬ 
ringe containing a clear liquid, a 
spoon with white powder in it, a 
glass of water, and cotton balls 
were found on a cutting board on 
the kitchen table. The medical ex¬ 
aminer’s office determined 
through toxicological analysis the 
white powder on the spoon was 
cocaine, and not sugar or salt as 
close friends and colleagues of 
Watters had suggested to the SF 
Weekly. 

Experts suggest that Watters 
was getting ready to inject co¬ 
caine to complement the mor¬ 
phine alkaloid already in his sys¬ 
tem, as a kind of two-shot 
“speedball,” but overdosed before 
he was able to inject the cocaine. 

According to the autopsy per¬ 
formed by three assistant SF 
medical examiners, Watters was 
generally in very good health and 
an examination of his heart indi¬ 
cated that he suffered only mini¬ 
mal arteriosclerosis. 

Inner demons 

Watters’s difficulties with al¬ 
cohol and drugs were no secret to 
some close friends and col¬ 
leagues, a former associate told

the Bay Area Reporter. 

What may surprise some of 
his academic counterparts is that 
Watters was also an ex-convict, 
who spent six months in a Mass¬ 
achusetts state prison for a felony 
narcotics conviction in 1970. The 
remainder of the two-year sen¬ 
tence was probated. 

“John lived a pretty tortured 
life, with problems that people in 
the field may not have known 
about,” said Dr. Harvey Feldman, 
a medical sociologist who once 
worked closely with Watters. 
“Few of them are possessed by 
the kind of inner demons that 
John was. Anybody who knew 
him knew they popped out at the 
most interesting times. 

“None of this comes as a big 
surprise.” 

Feldman and the late Dr. 
Patrick Biernacki developed the 
pioneering Mid-City Consortium 
to Combat AIDS community 
health outreach model that took 
neighborhood residents and 
trained them as community 
health outreach workers equipped 
with condoms, bleach, and AIDS 
education and prevention infor¬ 
mation in high AIDS risk San 
Francisco neighborhoods. 

Watters was primarily respon¬ 
sible for the statistical and epi¬ 
demiological data from the 
anonymous HIV testing and other 
components of the program, 
Feldman said. After the col¬ 
leagues had a falling out, Watters 
launched Urban Health Study,

What Have Activists Done Lately?

e linical trials and their de¬ 
sign have often been 
thought of as the exclu¬ 
sive province of re¬ 
searchers and academics, but 
AIDS activists have played a 
major role in improving trial de¬ 
signs and speeding drug develop¬ 
ment. The involvement of activists 
in these processes has been help¬ 
ful and in some cases crucial. 
While activists have often been 
perceived as bulldogs, we are in 
fact the watchdogs of industry, re¬ 
search, and government. We artic¬ 
ulate the voice of people living 
with HIV/AIDS, because our very 
lives and those of our loved ones 
are at stake - not our jobs. What 
follows is a snapshot of some 
ways activists have influenced 
HIV/AIDS research. 

Inclusion/Exclusion Criteria: 
These are the conditions that 
allow a patient to participate in 
any given trial, such as T-cell 
counts, age, gender, other illnesses 
they may have, or medicines they 
may be taking. For example, 
Serono Laboratories had required 
everyone in a trial of human 
growth hormone for wasting syn¬ 
drome to be on an approved anti¬ 
retroviral drug such as AZT. How¬ 


ever, most patients with wasting 
had exhausted approved treat¬ 
ments, and were taking the then- 
experimental d4t, which prevented 
their participation in the study. 
ACT UP/Golden Gate successful¬ 
ly fought to have the protocol 
amended to allow d4t use. Until 
they allowed d4t, Serono had en¬ 
rolled just one patient in a year; 
after making the suggested change 
they signed up 170 patients in two 
weeks. 

Activists also continue to fight 
the arbitrary exclusion of patients 
with less than 50 T-cells from 
most studies. 

Informed Consent Activists 

routinely belong to Community 
Advisory Boards (CABs), which 
advocate for patients who partici¬ 
pate in a particular hospital’s clin¬ 
ical trials. Activists on CABs draft 
and revise informed consent docu¬ 
ments, crucial papers that inform 
patients of the possible risks/bene¬ 
fits of participation in a particular 
trial. 

Placebo Controlled Trials: 

Many researchers continue to be¬ 
lieve the only way to conduct a 
trial is to give some patients the 
drug and others a placebo (“sugar 
pill”), and wait to see which 
group dies faster. However, ac¬ 
tivists have severely criticized this 
system, especially when other 
models are readily available. Sev¬

eral years ago, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate demonstrated at UCSF 
protesting a placebo controlled 
study for children. Not only was 
the trial design reconsidered, but 
two years later, the Principal In¬ 
vestigator of the study in question 
joined an ACT UP demonstration 
protesting the refusal of a drug 
company to supply drug for a 
mother-baby transmission study. 
Because of the work of ACT UP, 
HIV clinical trials are now de¬ 
signed to compare therapies 
against the prevailing standard of 
care, not a sugar pill. 

Crossovers and Endpoints 
Trials have traditionally waited 
for “clinical endpoints” - in¬ 
stances of disease or death - to 
judge whether a drug is working. 
Whenever possible, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate activists have 
pushed for use of surrogate mark¬ 
ers - blood tests or other indica¬ 
tors that can show if a drug is 
working without waiting for peo¬ 
ple to get sick and die. 

Activists have also successful¬ 
ly fought to allow patients who 
have been in the placebo or con¬ 
trol arm of a trial to have the 
chance to “cross over” and try the 
drug being studied, once enough 
comparison data has been collect¬ 
ed. However, we must fight this 
battle over and over for each clin¬ 
ical trial. 

Drug Continuation: Patients 
should be able to receive the study 
drug after a clinical trial is over, in 
the absence of safety or toxicity 
problems. If patients are benefit¬ 
ing from a drug and have their 
supply cut off when the study 
ends, the result can be loss of 
quality of life or an early death. 
This was the case with human 
growth hormone, the gpl20 vac¬ 
cine and the majority of other 
AIDS drugs. Because pharmaceu¬ 
tical companies are not required to 
supply the drug (even if it is work¬ 
ing) to patients after a study has 


concluded, ACT UP/Golden Gate 
has to fight for drug continuation 
in every single clinical trial. It is 
reprehensible that some compa¬ 
nies do not voluntarily supply 
drug to needy patients. 

Combination Trials: ACT 
UP/Golden Gate is currently 
working with both the Communi¬ 
ty Consortium (a group that orga¬ 
nizes community-based studies) 
and the NIH to design feasible 
combination trials of multiple 
drugs for treatment of AIDS-relat- 
ed wasting syndrome. We are also 
represented on the CAB of the 
Inter-Company Collaborative pro¬ 
viding input regarding combina¬ 
tion antiretrovial research. (The 
Inter-Company Collaborative is a 
nationwide organization designed 
to help drug companies work to¬ 
gether to study AIDS treatments.) 
In addition, activists’ discussions 
with the Office of AIDS Research 
and AmFAR regarding multiple 
combinations and strategy trials 
are continuing. 

Alternative Access Mecha¬ 
nisms: The whole concept of ac¬ 
celerated approval and expanded 
access to AIDS drugs came from 
AIDS activists in ACT UPs across 
the country, and their subsequent 
implementation came from com¬ 
munity pressure, including meet¬ 
ings, zaps, and demonstrations. 
The first accelerated approval and 
expanded access programs ever 
created were written by three 
members of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate on the back of a placemat at 
Cafe Flore in San Francisco. They 
then petitioned and pressured the 
researchers and regulators into 
making those programs (for ddC) 
a reality. Bristol-Myers Squibb 
developed its expanded access 
program for d4t only after ACT 
UP/Golden Gate pressured the 
company to provide the drug to 
patients who did not qualify for 
the study. More recently, during 
Glaxo’s 3TC expanded access 


program, activists met with Glaxo 
to help address their supply prob¬ 
lems and devise an ethical mecha¬ 
nism for insuring that patients 
with greatest need continued to 
receive drug. 

ACT UP/Golden Gate activists 
continue to push for expanded ac¬ 
cess to drugs when the clinical tri¬ 
als are small, demand for the drug 
is high, and many patients will not 
qualify for trials studying the 
drug. Researchers must recognize 
that compliance in clinical trials is 
undermined when patients feel 
they must lie to get into a study 
because it is the only way of ac¬ 
cessing a promising therapy. 

Activists also play an ambas¬ 
sadorial role in drug develop¬ 
ment, shuttling between paranoid 
pharmaceutical companies and the 
overcautious FDA. Companies 
have found that they can save time 
and money by getting activist help 
in preparing their drug for ap¬ 
proval. Members of ACT 
UP/Golden Gate and other groups 
have a great deal of experience in 
dealing with the FDA approval 
process - experience that can help 
speed a drug’s approval when ac¬ 
tivists anticipate and help solve 
problems before the FDA ever 
sees them. 

Since 1990, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate has joined forces with the 
breast cancer community to in¬ 
sure cancer patients are given the 
same opportunities as people with 
AIDS. Our success can be mea¬ 
sured in the recent announcement 
that Genentech is starting a com¬ 
passionate access program for a 
promising new breast cancer 
drug. T

now affiliated with the UCSF In¬ 
stitute for Health Policy Studies. 

“I tend to think that it’s impor¬ 
tant to look not only at how peo¬ 
ple live, but how they die,” he 
said. “The way they die is de-. 
scriptive of the way they live. 
Having worked closely with him, 
I’d have to say that in death as in 
life, John left a big mess for oth¬ 


ers to clean up.” 

Feldman said that Watters’s 
fatal overdose must not be ig¬ 
nored or overlooked by leaders in 
the AIDS and public health 
fields, and efforts to gloss over 
Watters’s substance abuse prob¬ 
lems, deny the manner of his 
death, or romanticize his life “do 
not serve the cause of science, 
scientific inquiry or the search 
for truth.” 

University of California San 
Francisco Center for AIDS Pre¬ 


vention Services director Tom 
Coates, Ph.D. agreed that sub¬ 
stance abuse problems among 
professionals in the helping pro¬ 
fessions, including AIDS re¬ 
search and prevention profession¬ 
als, are a fact of life. 

“It’s an ongoing issue of dis¬ 
cussion and concern,” he told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “What often 
happens, though, is that nobody 
knows what to do when the per¬ 
son next door to them has the 
problem.” T

New Crypto Medicine in 
Phase III Trials in Mexico 

Phase II Trials, Expanded 
Compassionate Access in U.S.

Unimed Pharmaceuticals, Inc. 
announced Wednesday, Decem¬ 
ber 27 it has initiated Phase III 
clinical trials in Mexico to test 
the safety and efficacy of nitazox- 
anide (NTZ) in treating people 
with AIDS and Cryptosporidium. 
The results are expected later this 
year, and will be used as support¬ 
ive data for Unimed’s New Drug 
Application to the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration once U.S. 
trials, also underway, are com¬ 
pleted. 

Patients are now being recruit¬ 
ed for the U.S. Phase II clinical 
trial, to be conducted at Cornell 
Medical Center in New York 
under the direction of Dr. Rose¬ 
mary Soave, an internationally 
known Cryptosporidium expert in 
Cornell’s Department of Infec¬ 
tious Diseases. 

The results are expected in the 
first half of 1996. If the findings 
are as positive as seen to date, 
Unimed intends to begin a Phase 
III clinical trial shortly after¬ 
wards. 

In addition to the ongoing 
Phase II clinical trial, the FDA 
has allowed expanded access to 
NTZ for people with AIDS suf¬ 
fering from cryptosporidiosis. 


The FDA action provides an 
open-label compassionate use 
protocol and expands access to 
the drug to patients who do not 
qualify for the controlled clinical 
trial. The data produced in the 
compassionate use protocol also 
will be available as supportive 
once a submission for approval is 
made with the FDA. 

Unimed Pharmaceuticals de¬ 
velops and markets niche phar¬ 
maceutical products, with the so- 
called “AIDS market” currently 
representing about 75 percent of 
its revenues. The company is 
growing through in-licensing of 
other niche marketed and late- 
stage development products, but 
is best known for its marijuana 
substitute, Marinol. 

“NTZ fits well with Unimed’s 
current marketing of Marinol as 
an appetite stimulant in AIDS pa¬ 
tients and with our intent to devel¬ 
op a newly licensed testosterone 
gel for HIV-wasting syndrome,” 
said President and Chief Execu¬ 
tive Officer Stephen M. Simes. 

Safe and effective 

“Preliminary work in AIDS 
patients has shown [NTZ] to be 
safe and effective,” Simes said. 
“To date, NTZ has been tested in 
over 1,000 patients outside the 


U.S. and has been shown to be 
safe and effective in a variety of 
gastrointestinal infections. We 
look forward to the results of the 
ongoing clinical trial in order to 
begin our Phase III clinical trial 
in 1996.” 

Cryptosporidium parvum is a 
protozoan: a waterborne micro¬ 
scopic parasite first identified in 
humans in the late 1970s. It at¬ 
taches itself to intestinal cells and 
causes profuse watery diarrhea. 
In healthy people, it is self-limit¬ 
ed and usually is not life threat¬ 
ening. However, it can last for 
weeks or months in an immune- 
compromised patient, and cause 
severe dehydration, weight loss, 
and even eventual death. 

Cryptosporidium is spread 
through contact with contaminat¬ 
ed food or water, or the stool of 
an infected person (including 
sexual contact) or animal. In 
1993, an outbreak of Cryp¬ 
tosporidium in Milwaukee caused 
sickness in over 400,000 people. 
At least 100 deaths were linked to 
that outbreak. 

Estimates are that 45 million 
people in the U.S. may be ex¬ 
posed to drinking water from sys¬ 
tems contaminated with Cryp¬ 
tosporidium. Currently there is 
no approved therapy to treat it. ▼

The High Cost of Living 


ration care - how long will they be 
able to afford the stuff? 

I try not to worry about it, but 
I’m pretty sure that the manufac¬ 
turer of HGH is royally hosing the 
consumer. Bovine growth hor¬ 
mone, which is chemically very 
similar to HGH, is produced at the 
cost of a few cents per gram. The 
charge for HGH via the new “cost 
recovery” program is $25 per 
gram. Just how much profit is 
Serono getting from this deal - a 
thousand percent? Ten thousand 
percent? 

They won’t say, won’t even 
hint. Like Burroughs-Welcome, 
which never released figures for 
how much it made off AZT, they 
fear that if the public gets a whiff 
of what they’re pulling in, they’ll 
be deluged with protests. 

A Bit Grabby 

The HGH situation is so outra¬ 
geous because the cost is so high. 
But the problem of pharmaceuti¬ 
cal profiteering is becoming the 
rule rather than the exception. For 
example, the recent FDA crack¬ 
down on Buyers Clubs’ distribu¬ 
tion of thalidomide rests on a 
compromise; the clubs will stop 
providing it when the manufactur¬ 
er starts producing it for local 
PWAs. But oddly the “cost recov¬ 
ery” charge for the official manu¬ 
factured product is almost three 
times what I currently pay for the 
underground product! 

The underground product is 
bought over the counter in Brazil, 
flown back to the U.S. and distrib¬ 
uted by mail. I suppose it’s possi¬ 
ble that the U.S. manufacturer is 
being ultra-careful and using 
unionized workers, but it strikes 
me as more likely that some exec¬ 
utive is flying on the company jet 
to Rio and stocking up on thalido¬ 
mide after enjoying a pleasant jun¬ 
ket. The extra cost is probably just 
hogging. 

The problem is that the cost of 
AIDS treatment is widely accept¬ 
ed to be whatever the market will 
bear. With most products you can 
attempt to link the price to the pro¬ 
duction costs, and charging more 
than 10 or 20 times the cost of a 
drug is seen as a bit grabby. But, 
we’re constantly reminded, there’s 
research and development to be 
considered - although the exact 
costs of such are rarely men¬ 
tioned. Given the potentially high 
cost of drug research and ap¬ 
proval, it’s assumed that the sky’s 
the limit for drug price. Besides, 
the customers are desperate and 
have no place else to go. 

This is true of most AIDS treat¬ 
ments, even the ones that don’t 
work particularly well, like NAC 
and peptide T. Both of these, 
shortly after they got some good 
PR, saw drastically hiked-up 
prices. The fact that they weren’t 
living up to early expectations was 
paradoxically lost in the shuffle of 
the raised price: if it costs so 
much, it must be good! 

And all the really promising 
treatments, the ones that restore the 
immune system, like HGH or the 


various infusion therapies where 
expanded or enhanced blood cells 
are pumped into a PWA, uniformly 
cost a fortune. Some of them are 
genuinely expensive, like any infu¬ 
sion therapy. Others are simply 
mysterious, like HGH. But they all 
cost an arm and a leg, enough to 
make any insurer balk and make 
me wonder if they could ever be 
adapted for mass use. 

Of course, cutting-edge thera¬ 
pies like the baboon bone marrow 
transplant cost a fortune and will 
be limited to research use for 
some time. And I don’t know that 
they’ll ever come up with a budget 
baboon transplant. 

The Biggest Loser 

If there were a referee working 
to keep the playing field level, the 
situation might not be so bad. But 
the Fed is asleep at the switch, and 
aside from the Republican anti- 
regulatory atmosphere reigning in 
Washington these days is the ap¬ 
parent assumption that industry 
knows best and that nothing must 
be done that will restrict its profits. 

The biggest loser, other than 
the PWAs who die from withheld 
treatments, is the government, 
which ends up paying for most of 
these overpriced drugs via Medic¬ 
aid, Medicare, and various assis¬ 
tance programs. When AZT cost 
ten grand a year, the Fed paid 
most of the bills. When 
aerosolized pentamidine was the 
“treatment of choice” to prevent 
PCP, even though it cost 20 times 
as much as a pill that in fact 
worked better, it was the govern¬ 
ment that picked up the tab. The 
specific drugs change, but the pat¬ 
tern remains the same. 

So occasionally I wonder 
where it will all end. Any major fi¬ 
nancial disruption, like a stock 
market crash, will probably topple 
the whole system. So will any se¬ 
rious public unrest. Even without 
a major disaster, if things just keep 
drifting along their current path, 
the whole medical system should 
be hopelessly bankrupt in a couple 
of years. 

Fortunately, my precarious 
state of health tends to discourage 
long-range trouble borrowing. 
Sure, MediCal may be out of 
money in a year, but without the 
HGH, I’ll probably be dead in six 
months. So I just work on getting 
through the next six months, and 
if I’m still around. I’ll deal with 
whatever situation I find. Why 
borrow trouble unless absolutely 
necessary? 

Still, as my monthly drug tab 
continues to rise, I wonder how far 
it can go before life becomes a 
luxury too rich for me to afford. I 
know that the drug companies will 
do well; all the major pharmaceu¬ 
ticals have posted record profits in 
recent years, despite the presum¬ 
ably high cost of research. The 
odds that Glaxo-Wellcome or 
Roche or Merck is going to go 
belly up in the next few years are 
practically nil. 

If only my prospects were so 
bright! ▼

A ll I wanted for Christmas 
was Human Growth Hor¬ 
mone. This is no mere 
stocking stuffer; the drug 
costs $150 a day. And, if the man¬ 
ufacturer has in fact finished with 
its little delays and balks, I should 
be on the stuff by the time this col¬ 
umn hits the streets. This is my 
best prospect for improved health 
- some would say my only 
prospect - so I’m not complain¬ 
ing. But it does make me wonder 
about how I or someone like me 
can expect to afford to stay alive 
in the coming years. 

By the time you’re eligible for 
HGH, you pretty much have to 
have bottomed out, lost so much 
weight that your survival has be¬ 
come problematic. In addition, 
you must have failed every avail¬ 
able treatment for wasting: 
megace, marinol, food supple¬ 
ments, testosterone. So if you’re 
qualified to get HGH, you’ve been 
through a lot and are certifiably a 
“dead meat special.” 

Even if you’ve survived this 
far, you still have to pay for the 
stuff. Most private insurers won’t. 
My insurance. Take Care HMO 
(their motto: you’d better Take 
Care not to get sick!), won’t. For¬ 
tunately, I’m also on MediCal. 
Until now I’ve only used it to fill 
in the little gaps left by my HMO, 
such as monthly crates of Advera 
and acupuncture, but now I’ll use 
it for real. 

How long will MediCal pay 
out these big bucks for sick 
PWAs? Even if they’re willing to 
- which will become more unlike¬ 
ly as block grants force states to

meetings on the first and third 
Sundays of each month, and 
sponsors other social, cultural, 
and recreational events. 

G40+ founder Jordan Lee told 
the B.A.R. the group often pro¬ 
vides aid and support to others 
who are dealing with the loss of a 
spouse or other serious matters, 
but said the club is anything but 
“group therapy.” Lee, who found¬ 
ed the club 22 years ago, de¬ 
scribed members as “socially ac¬ 
tive gay men who are very much 
interested in the world around 
them.” 

According to Lee, G40+ 
members are very concerned now 
with such important matters as 
educating healthcare workers and 
facilities about older same-sex 
couples, to reduce the incidence 
of painful forced separations; re¬

U.S. Company Establishes 
African AIDS Advisory Board

Medical Discoveries, Inc. an¬ 
nounced the creation of a six- 
member African-American advi¬ 
sory board on December 6 to over¬ 
see the testing and licensing of the 
company’s anti-viral drug on the 
African continent. 

The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion estimates that 8 million of the 
total 11 million HIV-positive 
cases worldwide are in sub-Saha¬ 
ran Africa, as well as more than 3 
million of the world’s 4.5 million 
people with AIDS. 

“1.5 million of the world’s 1.6 
million children with AIDS are 
African,” noted Medical Discover¬ 
ies president Dr. William D. 
Welch. “Clearly this is the place to 
begin clinical trials of our treat¬ 
ment, because Africa is where the 
need is greatest. We are fortunate 
to have the guidance of experi¬ 
enced advisors, each of whom has 
a history of dedicated service to 
American and African relations in 
the sciences,” he explained. 

Chairman ex-officio of the new 


advisory board, Welch is currently 
the principal investigator on an 
AIDS grant from the Centers for 
Disease Control and is actively in¬ 
volved in securing FDA approval 
for the company’s anti-viral agent, 
MDI-P. He is joined on the new 
board by Drs. Delois Blakely, 
A.A. Kassa, Walter Royal III, 
Arthur Beau White, and Mr. Gary 
James. Due to their extensive ex¬ 
perience with HIV/AIDS, White 
and Royal also serve on the com¬ 
pany’s scientific advisory board. 

Now the current head of the 
New Futures Foundation and the 
designated Mayor of Harlem, 
Blakely is a former nun who has 
dedicated her life assisting the 
most helpful. A Fulbright scholar 
and graduate of Columbia Univer¬ 
sity Teachers College, with a Mas¬ 
ter’s degree in education from 
Harvard University, Blakely will 
coordinate all activities on the 
African continent as a presenter to 
the Organization for African Unity 
(OAU) and other organizations. 

Former Governor of Selale 
Province and Principal Advisor 


for the Ethiopian Department of 
Interior and the Ethiopian Nation¬ 
al Board of Health under the late 
Emperor Haile Selassie, Professor 
A. A. Kassa is a consulting profes¬ 
sor of Research for Development 
to universities in Boston, Wash¬ 
ington DC and New York. Kassa, a 
Master’s graduate of King’s Hall, 
College of St. Mary, Oxford Uni¬ 
versity, also serves as chancellor 
and CEO of Christian Academies 
and Trinity Development Centre, 
New York.

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Word Is Out: Still a Poignant Plea for the Individual 


A Classic Revisited

Gets Frame 
Award 


E ach year. Frameline, the producing 
organization of the annual San Fran¬ 
cisco International Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival, bestows its Frameline 
Award on an individual who has made signifi¬ 
cant contributions to gay and lesbian cinema. On 
January 8 (7:30 p.m.) at the Castro Theater, the 
1996 Frameline Award will be presented to San 
Francisco filmmaker Peter Adair, a leader and inno¬ 
vator in gay and lesbian and documentary filmmak¬ 
ing. Frameline will honor Adair with a screening of his 
landmark 1977 film Word Is Out. 

Frameline’s tribute will also include clips from 
Adair’s other films, including: Holy Ghost People 
(1967), an early film about religion; Stopping History 
(1983), a PBS documentary about anti-nuclear ac¬ 
tivism that reflected Adair’s concerns about the 
threat of nuclear annihilation; The AIDS Show 
(1986), which he co-directed with Rob Epstein; and 
Absolutely Positive (1990), which examined HIV¬ 
positive men and women (including himself) and 
their struggle to come to terms with the disease. 

The Frameline Award is presented annually 
by the Board of Directors of Frameline, the 
nation’s only nonprofit organization dedicated 
to the distribution, funding, promotion and 
exhibition of lesbian and gay film and video. 

Past recipients of the Frameline Award in¬ 
clude Vito Russo, Divine, Christine Va- 
chon, Marcus Hu and Pratibha Parmar. For

L ike any marginalized culture, queerdom carries on its own constant internal debate: 
to separate or assimilate? Separation means embracing the inner pervert, celebrat¬ 
ing the diversity in the community and welcoming everything from leather and 
drag queens to (gasp) NAMBLA chicken hawks. This unfortunately also invites 
ridicule, harassment, even murder by intolerant straights and the institutions they’ve set 
up to maintain power. 

Assimilation, on the other hand, offers the tension-easing tableau of two men french- 
kissing on the streetiof, say, Birmingham, Alabama. This rosy scene can only occur, it’s 
argued, by showing the straight community that queers are exactly like them except in 
one little bitty way. 

The ground-breaking documentary Word Is Out (1977) is sometimes considered one 
of the great works of assimilationism. Filmmaker Peter Adair’s prior fame was based on 
a brilliantly incisive documentary about a group of snake-handling, strychnine-swilling 
religious fanatics in West Virginia. Holy Ghost People, made in 1967 when the film¬ 
maker was only 21, shows one misfit’s appreciation for another. Soon after the film was 
made, Adair came out of the cleset. 

In some ways, Word Is Out is the obverse of the Holy Ghost People coin. The zealots 
who put their lives on the line with snakes and poison unabashedly defend their outlaw 
status and talk in paranoid terms about the terrible world outside their ramshackle 
churches and narrow lives. Assimilation for these people would be blasphemy. 

The 26 interview subjects of Word Is Out — most anyway — want to be part of the 
society around them. They grapple with a central question of their — and our — exis¬ 
tence: why must “good” people, able and willing to contribute to society, have to fight for 
approval? Their confusion is understandable, since they’re all attractive, accomplished, 
sensitive and highly articulate in discussing the most minute details of their lives.

TheatreWorks' The Man Who Came To Dinner 


Queen of the Nile

ou’d never expect it of The Man Who Came to 
Dinner, the 1939 George S. Kaufman and Moss 
Hart comedy chestnut, but it’s true. The play is a 
big, queer yuck fest, or at least it is in the new 
Theatre Works production currently on the boards at the 
quaint Lucie Stem Theatre in Palo Alto. 

As written by the esteemed Mssrs. Kaufman and Hart, 
The Man Who Came to Dinner (not to be confused with the 
Hepbum-Tracy opus Guess Who’s Coming to Dinner — 
that’s a whole different kettle of fish), is a charming piece of 
Americana, an ode to their irascible friend and colleague 
Alexander Woollcott, who provided the inspiration for the 
play’s main character Sheridan Whiteside. A member of the 
Algonquin roundtable, a critic, a wit, and a man with a flair 
for les bon mots, Woollcott was indeed a figure more than 
suitable for lampooning. And lampoon him his friends did. 

What is so wonderful about this Theatre Works production 
is that director Tom Lindblade does not try to “butch up” the 
character of Whiteside. Woollcott was described, even by 
those who loved him, as effeminate, and Lindblade lets his 
star, George Ward, release his inner quippy queen to portray 
the bitchy Whiteside.

He also said that it’s ex¬ 
tremely difficult for young gay ac¬ 
tors in Hollywood to be forthcom¬ 
ing about their sexuality. “Their 
agents, managers, producers, PR 
people say, ‘It’s going to ruin your 
career.’” To the contrary, says 
McKellan: “I get fan letters from 
women telling me I’m sexy and 
saying, ‘I know you’re gay.’” 
McKellan predicts that the first 
young film star to say, “I’m gay, 
I’m open about it, I won’t play this 
game,” is going to become a hero. 
We can only hope that McKellan 
is as talented a prognosticator as 
he is actor and enlightened spirit. 
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reason, we hypothesize, is that 
Davis knew she could never possi¬ 
bly compete with Shelley Win¬ 
ters, who, in Stanley Kubrick’s 
1962 Lolita, gave the movies an 
unforgettable screen portrayal.

West Side Story 

Boys’ Town

I was going to tell you to go 
see West Side Story, currently 
at the Orpheum Theatre as 
part of an international tour, 
for the urgency of its score, the 
brilliance of its lyrics, the succinct 
mastery of its script, and the 
never-ending wonder of its staging 
and choreography. 

But forget all that. See it for the 
boys. I can’t think of another mu¬ 
sical that features such a large 
bunch of guys without making 
them cute. Not here, child. In West 
Side Story the guys are butch, their 
T-shirts are tight, and they swag¬ 
ger and strut their lovely moments 
before our eyes. I was especially 
enamored of the Riff, a son-of- 
Russ-Tamblyn redhead named 
Jamie Gustis. He can’t sing on key 
but is excused for his propulsive 
attack on his role, as well as his 


considerable sexual appeal. I was 
awfully fond, too, of the Puerto 
Rican contingent. They get to 
slick back their shiny black hair 
and wear violent colors. 

There’s also Scott Carollo’s 
Tony, perhaps the best I’ve ever 
seen. Carollo is six-feet tall, mus¬ 
cular, handsomely boyish, and is a 
vibrant, exciting singer. Unlike 
most Tonys, he can act. 

If there are no stars of tomor¬ 
row among the cast, there isn’t a 
weakness in this winsome compa¬ 
ny. Directed by Alan Johnson, this 
West Side Story is a faithful- 
enough reproduction of the origi¬ 
nal, a collaboration of four theatri¬ 
cal legends — director/choreogra¬ 
pher Jerome Robbins, librettist 
Arthur Laurents, composer 
Leonard Bernstein and lyricist 
Stephen Sondheim. What we en¬ 
counter in this nearly 40-year-old 
classic is a show so rich in its 


combination of words, music and 
dance that it was not only ahead of 
its time when new but is still quite 
a surprise. This is a swell New 
Year’s offering from the Best of 
Broadway series.

As a distinguished radio per¬ 
sonality with a barbed tongue and 
a scathing wit, Sheridan Whiteside 
is a force of nature. Having 
slipped on some ice and broken 
his hip while on a lecture tour, 
Whiteside is confined to a wheel¬ 
chair and is forced to spend the 
Christmas holiday in the home of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Stanley, a 
well-to-do couple in the small 
berg of Mesalia, Ohio. The clash 
of the worldly Whiteside and the 
meek Mesalians provides ample 
opportunity for Whiteside to bark 
his queenly insults. When an ador¬ 
ing lady fan presents Whiteside 
with some of her famous calf’s 
foot jelly, Whiteside barks, “Made 
from your own foot, I have no 
doubt!” 

Whiteside saves his most acid 
remarks for Miss Preen, his at¬ 
tending nurse. When “Miss Bed 
Pan,” as he so affectionately refers 
to her, prevents him from eating 
chocolate, he turns his venom on 
full throttle. “My great-aunt Jen¬ 
nifer ate a whole box of candy 
every day of her life. She lived to 
be a hundred and two, and when 
she had been dead three days she 
looked better than you do now.” 

Whiteside, or Sherry, as he’s 
known to all his famous friends, is 
a grand role for an actor, and Ward 
assays — or sashays — it bril¬ 
liantly. Kaufman and Hart were 
fully aware that their audience 
would not take kindly to an acid 
personality for two hours, so they 
turn Whiteside into a fully-round¬ 
ed character by displaying his 
weaknesses and his soft heart. The 
bulk of the play concerns White¬ 
side’s conniving attempts to pre¬ 
vent Maggie, his beloved assis¬ 
tant, from falling in love with Jef¬ 
ferson, the small town newspaper 
man. His devious plan to make the 
writer fall in love with celebrated 
stage actress Lorraine Sheldon 
(based loosely on Gertrude 
Lawrence) fails, but the attempt is 
thoroughly entertaining. 

Though Whiteside — and 
Ward’s bold, queeny portrayal of 
him — takes hold of center stage 
and never relinquishes it, the rest 
of the cast is just as captivating, 
and the laughs never cease. 

Julie Eccles as Maggie the put- 
upon personal assistant is both 
sharp and tender. She knows Sher¬ 
ry’s game and is just as adept at 
playing dirty. Mark Hurty’s Noel 
Coward-like Beverly Carlton is a 
suave, witty bon vivant who 
breezes in, casts a few quips, sings 
a ditty and breezes out. Rebecca 
Dines as Lorraine Sheldon is an 
utter sparkling delight. Her Lor¬ 
raine is a composite of every 
glamorous, scheming, gorgeous, 
whoring starlet imaginable. 
Dines’s every movement is borne 
of exquisite comic timing and dis-

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Dramma Per Musica Dusts Off Mozart's II Re 

Mozartean Magic 


by Paul Thomason 

B ay Area opera lovers will 
receive a belated holiday 
gift next week when 
Mozart’s rarely performed 
opera II Re Pastore will be given 
by the new group Dramma Per 
Musica. Concert stagings of the 
work will be performed Friday, 
January 12 at San Francisco’s 
Randall Museum Theater (8 p.m.) 
and Sunday afternoon, January 14 
in Berkeley at St. John’s Presby¬ 


terian Church (5 p.m.). 

II Re Pastore (The Shepherd 
King) will feature countertenor/ 
male soprano Randall Wong as 
Aminta, a role the 19-year-old 
Mozart wrote for the castrato 
Tommaso Consoli. Sopranos Ju¬ 
dith Nelson (Tamiri) and Beth 
Hatton (Elisa) and tenors Colby 
Roberts (Alessandro) and Ching 
Chang (Agenore) complete the 
cast. Warren Stewart will conduct 
a period orchestra. 

“Perhaps one of the reasons 


Pastore is so seldom done is be¬ 
cause it’s a very demanding 
opera,” suggests Ching Chang, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Dramma Per 
Musica. “There are so many show 
stoppers in it. All three sopranos 
have very difficult arias, and so 
does one of the tenors, so it’s hard 
to cast.” 

Chang searched through the 
Opera Schedule Server on the In¬ 
ternet which lists all the perfor¬ 
mances given by professional 
companies in Europe, but “despite 
thousands of performances of 
Mozart’s operas,” he says, “there 
wasn’t a single II Re Pastore .” 
Dramma Per Musica decided the 
work would be the perfect way to 
introduce the group to the public. 
“Pastore is something fresh for the 
audience, but it’s Mozart, so [we 
knew] people wouldn’t be afraid 
of it. And also Randall Wong has 
been singing Aminta’s arias in 
concert for a while, and he agreed 
to sing the title role,” says Chang. 
Wong, a former member of the 
San Francisco-based singing 
group Chanticleer, played three 
different roles in the Houston and 
New York City Opera productions 
of the opera Harvey Milk in 1995. 

“In San Francisco we have a 
fairly knowledgeable audience, 
but we don’t have good perfor¬ 
mances of small chamber operas. 
There are a lot of community 
opera groups who do scaled-down 
versions of the standard repertoire, 
and the performance standards 
vary,” Chang explains. “We want 
to do good quality, professional 
performances of pre-19th century 
operas and modem operas.” Inter-

nationally renowned mezzo Fred¬ 
erica Von Stade is honorary chair¬ 
person of Dramma Per Musica. 

Next on the group’s agenda is a 
fully staged performance of Anto¬ 
nio Cesti’s 17th century opera 
Orontea. After that the group 
plans to present a modem work. 
Chang says it is “quite possible” 
Dramma Per Musica will commis¬ 
sion an opera. “It’s just a matter of 
finding the adequate funding.” 

II Re Pastore was written by 
Mozart in 1775 for a visit to 
Salzburg by Archduke Maximilian 
(the last child of Empress Maria 
Theresa), who was on his way to 
Paris to visit his sister, Marie An¬ 
toinette. It is the tenth of Mozart’s 
19 operas and almost nothing is 
known about its first performance 
on April 23. “It’s not really an or¬ 
atorio,” Chang says, “yet in terms 


of theatrics, visually it doesn’t 
offer very much. The music is 
what really stands out in this 
piece.” ▼

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Casting the Second Stone 

Gay Christians Fight on Two Fronts

WSB is the season when 
Iff self-proclaimed Christian 
M spiritual leaders spread 
®S ho-ho-homophobia with 
their holiday cheer. But tens of 
thousands of gay men and lesbians 
know the term “Gay Christian” is 
not an oxymoron, and a handful of 
national publications have 
emerged to drive home that point. 

“To me, we have one of the 
truest Christian struggles, because 
we’ve been persecuted like Christ 
and felt the oppression, and we 
have been embraced by Christ, 
who always embraced the out¬ 
casts,” says Jim Bailey, editor and 
publisher of Second Stone. 

While religious and spiritual is¬ 
sues form the core of Second 
Stone’s coverage, Bailey includes 
large doses of politics in his news¬ 
paper. Anti-gay political rhetoric 
from right-wing Christians was 
one of the catalysts for starting the 
paper in 1988, and Bailey still sees 
political rebuttal as part of his mis¬ 
sion, as the paper’s title suggests. 

“I thought of the New Testa¬ 
ment story where Jesus told the 
crowd to let those among you 
without sin cast the first stone,” 
Bailey says. “I felt like the church 
had certainly cast the first stone 
toward us as a community and that 
this would be the response to the 
hatred coming out of the church 
toward gay people.” 

Based in New Orleans, Second 
Stone has a national circulation of 
3,000. The 24-page bimonthly 
features a mix of news, features 
and personal essays. Subscribers 


cover nearly all of the paper’s 
costs, since advertisers have 
proven hard to find, a situation 
mirrored in every other gay Chris¬ 
tian publication. 

“We get very little money from 
advertising revenue, because it’s 
very politically incorrect,” Bailey 
says. “We can’t get gay advertisers 
to advertise in a Christian publica¬ 
tion, and we can’t get Christian 
advertisers to advertise in a gay 
publication.” 

Most of the gay community is 
wary of anything connected to the 
word “Christian” lately, opines 
Mary Jo Osterman, editor of 
OpenHands magazine. So gay 
Christian publications frequently 
meet with strong resistance in 
larger gay circles. 

“The gay community is not al¬ 
ways very accepting of people 
who are trying to connect with 
their faith communities,” says Os¬ 
terman. “When they talk about 
Christianity, they’re talking about 
the worst of the conservatives and 
the radical right. I still find that 
overwhelmingly the secular gay 
community is not even aware of 
the welcoming church move¬ 
ment.” 

Open hands and hearts 

The welcoming church move¬ 
ment, which dates back 20 years 
in some cases, is composed of or¬ 
ganizations affiliated with major 
Protestant denominations that are 
attempting to make mainline 
churches more open around issues 
of sexuality. Launched 10 years 
ago by the United Methodist-affil¬ 
iated Reconciling Congregation 



Alien Techno 
from Eat Static

M erv Pepler and Joie Hinton listened to a lot of ’70s psy¬ 
chedelic prog rock when they were younger, which 
probably explains the cheesy “alien world” album art on 
Eat Static’s 70-minute American debut, Epsylon. But it 
also helps explain why this British duo is making some of the most 
interesting and dynamic techno to come out in recent years. 

Unlike most dance music, which seems to just pound the same 
groove over and over again into oblivion, Eat Static keeps you both 
on your feet and on your toes. Their ever-changing sounds and 
melodies keep things kinetic, and it’s no surprise that Pepler and 
Hinton used to be members of Britain’s premier space rock band, 
Ozric Tentacles. 

While their previous band’s psychedelic element is still present, 
as evidenced by the Middle Eastern-sounding melodies and trippy 
space sounds, they’re now being mixed in with pounding dance 
beats and sci-fi movie samples, along with a myriad of other blips 
and boops that sound sort-of like alien transmissions from distant 
worlds. Which is, of course, exactly the idea. ▼

Program in Chicago, OpenHands 
became an interdenominational 
ecumenical publication in 1992 
and is now supported by several 
groups; over 600 welcoming 
churches are listed in OpenHands. 
Each issue of the 32-page quarter¬ 
ly, which counts 2,600 sub¬ 
scribers, includes essays, personal 
reflections and liturgy on a specif¬ 
ic theme; prejudice, diversity and 
pride have all been recent topics. 

While Second Stone is aimed at 
gay Christians struggling with 
their faith, OpenHands’ primary 
target is churches struggling with 
prejudice. 

‘The question about reconcil¬ 
ing being gay and Christian is the 


wrong question,” says Osterman. 
“I think the more appropriate 
question is whether the church can 
reconcile being Christian and ho¬ 
mophobic. You’ve got to put the 
emphasis where the problem is. 
The problem lies with the Christ¬ 
ian church.” 

Faced with institutionalized 
homophobia in mainstream 
churches, many gay Christians re¬ 
spond by joining gay-specific 
churches. The Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church, founded more 
than 25 years ago and now serving 
over 30,000 members nationally, 
is the most visible and powerful 
example. Reverend Nancy Wilson, 
MCC’s vice moderator, recalls 


MCC’s own efforts at sustaining a 
national publication. 

“We had our own magazine a 
few years ago — Journey Maga¬ 
zine — but again we couldn’t get 
that circulation,” says Wilson, 
who cites interdenominational ter¬ 
ritorial issues as a major impedi¬ 
ment to the survival of national 
publications whose circulations 
remain stunted. MCC still puts out 
an in-house newsletter, but Wilson 
foresees no wider publications in 
its future. 

While Wilson agrees that the 
ultimate goal of gay Christians is 
to battle homophobia in major 
churches, she sees gay churches as 
a necessity, since the voices for 
change are still so heavily out- 
shouted by homophobic mainline 
leadership. 

“Progressive Christian voices 
are desperately needed in our 
time,” says Wilson, whose book 
Our Tribe: Queer Folk, God, Jesus 
and the Bible was recently pub¬ 
lished by HarperCollins. “In a lot 
of the mainline straight churches, 
the progressive voice is so weak 
and lacks so much courage that we 
have to say there’s not one way to 
interpret the Bible, or Christianity, 
or religion.” 

Complementary 

approaches 

Whether the emphasis is on 
creating new churches or working 
within existing ones, Wilson and 
Osterman agree that the two ap¬ 
proaches are complementary. 

“I think the larger understand¬ 
ing of the Christian community ul-

Word Is Out is divided into 
three sections: ‘‘The Early Years,” 
“Growing Up,” and “From Now 
On.” But these divisions are al¬ 
most irrelevant, as the same 
themes crop up in all of them: 
self-doubt and self-respect, re¬ 
pression and realization, isolation 
and community. The composite 
portrait in Word Is Out is a dual 
one: individual and social. We 
learn as much about gay culture as 
about the lives of the people inter¬ 
viewed. Who are these people? 
Some are familiar faces to our 
community: Tede Matthews, 
George Mendenhall, Pat Bond, 
Rick Stokes, Harry Hay. 

Tede Matthews, alluring in 
multicolored blouse and nose ring, 
discusses his “early drag feelings” 
and pointedly reminds us that “all 
clothes are drag.” George Menden¬ 
hall tells us about his teenage years 
as a sexual aggressor with men in 
their 40s and 50s. He poignantly 
recalls a drag queen named Jose, 
who performed camp operas every 
Sunday at The Black Cat, an early 
(1952-53) gay bar. But these seem¬ 
ingly frivolous exercises always 
ended on a starkly activist note as 
Jose led a defiant sing-in of “God 
Bless Us Nellie Queens!” and in¬ 
cited patrons to “Come out!

Unite!” Pat Bond offers droll de¬ 
scriptions of lesbian military life, 
particularly the rigid behavior 
codes within her group: “You were 
only allowed to wear Old Spice 
and Jockey shorts!” Politico Rick 
Stokes recounts his terrifying en¬ 
counters with electro-shock thera¬ 
py. Like others in this film, Stokes 
became an activist as a result of 
early negative experiences. 

The film gains in complexity 
by allowing its subjects to ques¬ 
tion the filmmakers’ agenda. Elsa 
Gidlow, in her late 70s, says blunt¬ 
ly: “You want to fit me into a 
structure that you have — this 
happens to be a character who 
doesn’t want to be pushed 
around.” This same woman, a 
poet, expands the film’s focus 


when she says she’s always had “a 
rather deep sense of aloneness ... 
even in love ... a rather deep sense 
of the solitude of the individual in 
the cosmos.” 

While a film that features 
mostly well-scrubbed, well-edu¬ 
cated, non-threatening, bourgeois 
homosexuals who could pass for 
your suburban neighbors would 
seem to be the perfect assimila- 
tionist tool, Word Is Out emerges 

— even 18 years after its release 

— as a poignant plea for the indi¬ 
vidual. Peter Adair once said, “If 
you are going to have [a film made 
up of] talking heads, which is 
taboo, they’ve got to be good 
ones.” Word Is Out features an un¬ 
usually large number — 26 — of 
“good ones.” ▼

A Hero 
for Our 
Times 


The Revenge of Hothead Paisan: 
Homicidal Lesbian Terrorist 
by Diane DiMassa; Cleis, $16.95

L et me tell you that the sight 
of Chicken in a fez is worth 
the price of Diane DiMas- 
sa’s newest collection, The 
Revenge of Hothead Paisan, 
alone. If you don’t know who 
Chicken is, clearly you are a Hot¬ 
head virgin, and you have a real 
treat in store. 

Hothead Paisan is my hero. 
Armed with a chainsaw, an axe, or 
a .357 magnum. Hothead seeks 
not only to right wrongs, but also 
to annihilate wrongdoers. I think 
of myself as a nonviolent person, 
and that may be why I find Hot¬ 
head so satisfying. Her torture of 
three rapists (and her creative use 
of a guillotine) is particularly en¬ 
joyable. 

But this collection of Hothead 
cartoons features more than just 
incredibly gratifying destruction 
of the patriarchs. In addition to the 
fez I mentioned earlier, there are 
also the beginnings of a genuine 
romance for Ms. Paisan. DiMassa 
does a wonderful job creating the 
intense awkwardness of the first 
meeting and the first date. Hot¬ 
head’s trip to meet her new love’s 
family is especially well-done. 
Hothead has her darker side, 
though, and DiMassa does a re¬ 
markable exploration of suicidal 
depression. 

The Revenge of Hothead Paisan 
is a wonderfully funny, painfully 
honest, deeply moving collection. 
Buy it for someone you love. ▼

Queer View Mirror: Lesbian and 
Gay Short Short Fiction 
edited by James C. Johnstone 
and Karen X. Tulchinsky; Arsenal 
Pulp, $17.95

T he story in Queer View 
Mirror that you will want 
to read in the bookstore is 
“The Bear” on page 206. 
In one page, Leslea Newman re¬ 
caps the history of a relationship 
from the earliest raptures to its 
dark ending. No kidding, this is an 
amazing one-page novel. 

The rest of this collection is 
wildly uneven, ranging from the 
tedious to the touching, with all 
manner of emotions in between. I 
found myself wondering just how 
much editing James C. Johnstone 
and Karen X. Tulchinsky actually 



did. That the stories are arranged 
alphabetically by author, rather 
than by some coherent editorial 
overview, suggests they did very 
little indeed. 

That’s too bad, because there 
are some fine pieces here. Mau¬ 
reen Brady’s “Intimacy Inventory” 
is a wry look at what constitutes 
intimacy and how the definition 
changes from relationship to rela¬ 
tionship. Allen Borcherding’s 
“Yente” will break your heart. 

In addition to my problems 
with the apparent lack of editing, I 
must take serious exception to the 
editors’ decision to publish three 
writers under pseudonyms. I stren¬ 
uously object to rewarding with 
publication anyone in the closet. I 
know all the arguments for hiding, 
but I think that no one in this hor¬ 
rific and threatening world has the 
right both to remain hidden and to 
be published in an anthology of 
gay and lesbian writing. 

The only safety in this world is 
in numbers, and the only way all 
of us can be free is when all of us 
are out of the damned closet. 
Queer View Mirror clearly needed 
an editor with some courage. 
Maybe next time. ▼ 


The Real 
Thing 

Double Bluff by Claire McNab; 
Naiad, $10.95

O f all the horrors that 20th 
century life has visited 
upon us, I think the stalker 
is the most terrifying. The 
idea that a demented individual 
can decide to harass, torment, and 
threaten with, despite some 
changes in the law, relative im¬ 
punity is way beyond creepy. 
Claire McNab’s latest, Double 
Bluff, is a very scary look at the 
mind of a stalker, and the havoc he 
wreaks on both his victim and 
those around her. Detective In¬ 


spector Carol Ashton is investigat¬ 
ing the mysterious death of Tala 
Orlando. Ashton’s superiors want 
a verdict of suicide or accidental 
death, and they want it immediate¬ 
ly. Ashton, however, suspects mur¬ 
der. At the same time, Ashton’s oc¬ 
casional lover, Madeline Shipley, 
is being stalked by a frightening 
stranger whose declarations of 
undying love veil a sinister inten¬ 
tion. Are the cases linked? Who is 
the real target of the threats? What 
is Ashton to do when the threats 
expand to include her family as 
well as herself? And what is Ash¬ 
ton to do when she learns that her 
lover, Sybil, is coming back to 
Australia, possibly to resume their 
relationship? Double Bluff may be 
McNab’s best, or at least her dark¬ 
est, mystery. She creates believ¬ 
able characters in credible, albeit 
terrifying situations. Read this 
with all the lights on, an attack cat 
on your lap, and all the doors dou¬ 
ble-bolted. But read it. ▼

Drag Queen by Robert Rodi; 
Dutton, $21.95

T hose black-and-blue 
marks? Oh, those are from 
the elbow Robert Rodi 
kept digging into my ribs 
as I read through his latest novel, 
Drag Queen, which, oddly 
enough, is about a neurotic Chica¬ 
go lawyer. 

Oh, sure, our hero discovers a 
long-lost twin brother in the first 
chapter, and this missing dopple- 
ganger turns out to be an outra¬ 
geously fashionable creature 
named Kitten Kaboodle, who 
spends off hours singing morbid 
torch songs at a drag dive just 
across town. But the central fig¬ 
ure, for some reason, is this oh-so- 
prim, oh-so-dull real estate lawyer 
named Mitchell, who thinks of 
himself as an “’80s leftover,” an 
“ambitious careerist,” a “typical 
cut-from-the-mold guppie.” Even 
the most tenderhearted New Age 
non-capitalist will find it difficult 
to care about a character whom 
the author himself so patently dis¬ 


likes — even if, before the novel’s 
entirely predictable conclusion, he 
does learn all the standard lessons 
about appreciating diversity and 
letting down his hair. 

After Mitchell’s mother spills 
her secret in a transitory fit of 
dharma consciousness, Mitchell 
sets out to meet his twin. Having 
idealized his brother, who goes by 
Donald in the daylight, as a 
“stronger, better version of him¬ 
self,” Mitchell is a little surprised 
to find out he’s a hand model and 
nightclub singer. But he keeps his 
hopes up, imagining “a witty, 
worldly Noel Coward type in a 
smoking jacket and bow tie, 
singing patter songs and French 
ballads.” Silly elitist; imagine his 
shock when, perched on a 
barstool in the Tam-Tam Club, 
Mitchell realizes that the elabo¬ 
rately gowned woman with the 
big yellow bouffant and “eyelash¬ 
es like paintbrushes” — the one 
growling her way through “Cry 
Me a River” — is the man he’s 
come to meet. 

So begins a determined reha¬ 
bilitation campaign, with Kitten as 
its subject. Mitchell, vowing to get

his brother “off this drag thing and 
into a real, respectable lifestyle,” 
starts with condescension and 
works his way up to kidnapping 
and a dead-of-the-night cult-^tyle 
deprogramming session. Because 
this is a Rodi novel, things go ter¬ 
ribly awry and a great many un¬ 
likely situations arise. Again, be¬ 
cause this is a Rodi novel, most of 
the plot snarls are sorted out in an 
unsatisfying, desultory fashion. 

Rodi, who has previously con¬ 
tributed the reasonably witty Fag 
Hag, the mildly amusing Closet 
Case, and the thoroughly 
wretched What They Did to 
Princess Paragon to the gay liter¬ 
ary canon, doesn’t do himself any 
real harm with Drag Queen. It’s 
certainly not dreadful, merely 
undistinguished — the sort of 
book that makes one wonder how 
many novels his Dutton contract 
called for and when exactly they 
were due. ▼

timately says that the church at 
large has to struggle with this and 
come to terms with its homopho¬ 
bia and heterosexism,” Osterman 
says. “But in the meantime, any 
place that’s open and affirming 
and allows Christian gays and les¬ 
bians to practice their faith is cru¬ 
cial. We’re all doing one thing: 
we’re all creating safe space.” 

Christine Nusse, editor of Im¬ 
ages, the magazine of the Confer¬ 
ence for Catholic Lesbians, sees 
the two strategies operating not 
only side-by-side, but also in tan¬ 
dem. 

“It’s a very difficult thing to go 
into the larger church about these 
issues,” says Nusse. “The idea is 
to get a separate place where we 
can regroup and address these is¬ 
sues, and have enough energy 
after that to go on to a larger plat¬ 
form. But without that first plat¬ 
form, it’s very difficult to do any¬ 
thing.” 

Images is supported by CCL 
members, and its quarterly circu¬ 
lation hovers around 500. The is¬ 
sues of concern to the CCL are 
often specific to the Catholic 
Church, and larger women’s is¬ 
sues sometimes supersede gay is¬ 
sues, says Nusse. 

Battling homophobia and sex¬ 
ism in the Catholic Church seems 
an indomitable task for such a 
small publication, and Nusse says 
lesbians outside the CCL often 
see the struggle as hopeless. 
“They ask us, ‘Why bother? 
There is no hope. Why are you 
spending energy on that when 
there are a lot of other issues in 
the women’s movement?”’ Nusse 
says. But she argues that those 
who question the value of the 
movement aren’t looking at the 
people who actually make up the 
Catholic Church. “People address 
us from the point of view of the 
structure of the institution, and we 
answer on the level of the com¬ 
munity and the heritage and the 
faith.” 

Bailey sees Protestant church¬ 
es in a similar light, noting that 
anti-gay rhetoric from fundamen¬ 
talists doesn’t reflect the feelings 
of most Christians. 

“I feel a great deal of hope and 
support from people in the main¬ 
stream church,” says Bailey. 
“They understand where we’re 
coming from and say yes, there is 
a need in this community for jus¬ 
tice and compassion.”Y 
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a writer and a human being, all the 
way to the triumphant opening of 
his autobiographical “memory 
play,” The Glass Menagerie, in 
1945. 

Tom is only part one of Lev- 
erich’s planned two-part biogra¬ 
phy — the second volume is slat¬ 
ed for publication in three years 

— which is already being called 
definitive. The book has a built-in 
dramatic unity, serving as one big, 
long explication of the concise, 
poetic text of Menagerie. No one 
who has been moved by that play 

— and who has seen or read it and 
not been transformed? — will be 
indifferent to the details of what 
life was like for the real-life 
Amanda (Edwina), Laura (Rose) 
and Tom Wingfield (Tom 
Williams). Of course, this is also 
the stuff of much of the later 
plays. 

Edwina, a strong-willed albeit 
high-strung survivor, comes off 
better — in biography as in life, 
and even in theater — than Rose, 
Tom’s elder sister, who went the 
way of the mental institution. Ed¬ 
wina, a formidable “southern 
belle” of her own confection, in¬ 
delibly rendered by Laurette Tay¬ 
lor in the original production and 
immortalized in Tennessee’s dia¬ 
logue, here speaks directly to us 
through letters. But Rose, when 
not lighted by the candles of her 
playwright brother’s imagination, 
disappears into the maddeningly 
inaccessible inner reaches of her 
own reality — of which there are 
few material traces. 

Leverich, a sympathetic and 
conscientious reporter, has made a 
collage of hearsay — drawing on 
letters, oral history and Tom’s 


journal — which owes too 
much to the taboo-fueled 
“etiquette” surrounding dis¬ 
eases of the mind, then and 
now. He declines to examine 
the family dynamic that cre¬ 
ated one self-actualizing 
genius and one tortured 
soul who abandoned, by 
increments, all hope of be¬ 
coming a person in her 
own right. Rose remains 
the enigmatic silent part¬ 
ner of her brother’s life

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Tennessee On My Mind

Tom: The Unknown Tennessee 
Williams by Lyle Leverich; 

Crown, $35 

F or anyone who still thinks 
art comes cheap, or that 
theater reduces to enter¬ 
tainment in its most wood¬ 
en form, or even possibly that a 
man cannot love a woman, there is 
Lyle Leverich’s Tom: The Un¬ 
known Tennessee Williams to 
argue the contrary. 

The story opens on February 
25, 1983, the day Williams choked 
to death on a pill bottle cap that in¬ 
advertently chased some barbitu¬ 
rate secobarbital down his throat. 
Although Leverich calls the acci¬ 
dent “a bizarre death [Tennessee] 


might have written for a character 
in one of his plays,” Williams was 
not the heartless ironist God is. 
The playwright’s onstage doppel- 
gangers, when they had to die, 
were treated to last fantasy flings, 
like Sebastian in Suddenly Last 
Summer, whose body was sacri¬ 
ficed to a gang of young boys in a 
place called Cabeza del Lobo 
(Wolf’s Head). 

Whether or not the reader 
agrees with Leverich’s occasional 
takes on the material he has so 
meticulously assembled, one can 
only be grateful for the mountain 
of heartfelt labor the book repre¬ 
sents. In six hundred pages and 
over a thousand footnotes, Lev¬ 
erich follows Williams from Ed¬ 
wina Estelle Dakin’s womb, 
through a febrile apprenticeship as

Something Cloudy, Something

I ’ve been waiting for this 
Tennessee Williams play 
ever since my (pre-coming 
out) sophomore year in 
college, when my (obviously 
gay) Humanities professor 
wanted to publish my mid-quar¬ 
ter analysis of the gay content in 
A Streetcar Named Desire. Of 
course the paper wasn’t really 
that great — a desperate grasp 
at a few gay straws. But hasn’t 
that always been one of our fa¬ 
vorite occupations: searching - 

for gay meaning, subtext, hints, 

or codes in the works of all those old queer artists? 

This gay cultural agenda has long been disdained by our hetero¬ 
sexual colleagues — dismissed as irrelevant, prurient, and unneces¬ 
sary. But in 1981 those same straight pundits were apparently 
floored by Something Cloudy, Something Clear, a Williams work so 
bursting with overt gay content (boy-watching, butt-fucking and joy 
rags) they just did not know what to do with it. 

Something Cloudy, Something Clear was first produced at the 
Jean Cocteau Repertory in New York City in August, 1981. This 
beautiful hardcover edition of the play, just published by New Di¬ 
rections, features a thoughtful introduction by Eve Adamson, direc¬ 
tor of the Cocteau Repertory, who was also Williams’ friend. 
Fanned by the critics, this late work (written three years before the 
author’s death in 1983) has languished in obscurity until now. 

In this bittersweet, and clearly autobiographical, reflection on 
his first love affair (and his early career as a writer), Williams shifts 
easily and continually between his younger and older selves (the 
play is set in 1940 and 1980). Something Cloudy is a startling por¬ 
trait of the artist as a pathetic, horny, self-loathing, alcoholic homo¬ 
sexual •— as both a young and an old man. Mixing thinly-disguised 
fictional characters with figures from his own life (longtime com¬ 
panion Frank Merlo, childhood sweetheart Hazel, actress Tallulah 
Bankhead, and Kip Kiernan, his first lover), Williams renders a sad 
vision (at the same time a tender apologia) of himself and his rela¬ 
tionships. 

This human tragedy of mutual exploitation revolves around a 
dramatically crippled trio on a windy Provincetown beach — Au¬ 
gust, a young homosexual playwright, Clare, a terminally-ill chip¬ 
py, and Kip, the innocent, doomed dancer they both adore. 

While Clare struggles with her homophobic, gangster pimp, Au¬ 
gust fights off last night’s foul-mouthed, drunken trick. At the cen¬ 
ter stands Kip, whom August lovingly describes as: “Doomed! 
How goddamn stupid it is to look at them with envy, the perfect 
ones, the ones that appear to be completely, completely flawless, 
the — perfect — with eyes like startled flowers ... .” 

August, phenomenally pathetic at 30, pursues the perfect Kip, 
pausing to reflect, “Was I that terrifying 40 years ago?” 

After a rough start with a lot of irritating interrupted dialogue, 
Williams gives us some great moments of dry humor (“Go swim, go 
drown, I hope a shark eats you!”) and wonderfully classic Ten¬ 
nessee dialogue (“Don’t be too lonely tonight, spend it with some¬ 
body lovely. Goodbye. I mean au revoir. We’H make it together — 
we have to!”). It’s not necessarily up there with Streetcar or Glass 
Menagerie, but I guess hearing August pick up a sailor (SEAMAN: 
“Tonight I’m too drunk to fuck you, kid.” AUGUST: “I wouldn’t 
dream of disputing the matter with you, Spud.” SEAMEN: “So you 
can fuck me for another fin and a drink”) is some small consolation 
for his lineage of closet cases, pederasts, and subtle innuendos. 

In the end, the characters of Something Cloudy, with their sad 
understanding of what Williams calls “the exigencies of despera¬ 
tion,” have as much vivid depth, soul and pathetic dignity as 
Blanche DuBois. They play out their moments of cruelty and ten¬ 
derness, spite and forgiveness — finally redeemed by human kind¬ 
ness, the clear overcoming the cloudy. ▼

T he latest from Darius 
James, also known as Dr. 
Snakeskin, pays idiosyn¬ 
cratic homage to one of

ous attempts to cash in. He reflects 
on the genre’s outside influences 
and interviews some of its 
major players, including 
Melvin Van Peebles, director 
of the seminal Sweet Sweet- 
back’s Badaasssss Song-, 

Pam (“They call her Coffy 
... and she’ll Cream you!”) 

Grier; and Antonio Fargas, 
star of Shaft, Car Wash, 

Across 110th Street and 
many gems. 

The tone of That’s 
Blaxploitation! is noth¬ 
ing if not irreverent. 

And wholly self-refer¬ 
ential: In his “Fore¬ 
warning,” the author 
says his book “at¬ 
tempts to recreate the 
nineteen-seventies by 
portraying the de¬ 
praved state of one 
particular African- 
American adoles¬ 
cent: me.” As James 
careens through the 
period, he offers 
some pithy obser¬ 
vations about the 
deeper causes and 
effects of films 
from Cooley 
High to Blacula 
to Superfly to 
The Mack. 

James calls the last two works 
the “defining films of the blax¬ 
ploitation cycle[,] ... the two films 
mentioned most frequently when 
I’ve discussed this project [his 
book] with other blacks.” Superfly, 
the tale of a Harlem pusher (Ron 
O’Neal) out for one last score, was 
a huge hit. The Mack, which takes 
place in Oakland, is the tale of a 
young pimp (Max Julian). 

“Nineteen-seventies America 
was infected with pimp fever,” 
James declares. “Fuck The Brady 
Bunch.” The pimp was a potent 
icon, “the modem urban trickster,” 
whose significance went beyond 
mere entertainment for James and 
the companions of his youth: 

“By our way of thinking, the 
whyte world created the language 
and conditions the resourceful 
hustler was forced to exploit. The 
racism rooted in the whyte man’s 
language was an ugliness we 


sought to appropriate, subvert and 
destroy through rhyme, wordplay 
and invention. The pimp was an¬ 
other yardstick, along with the 
drug dealer and the revolutionary, 
against whom we measured our 
manhood. We were under no 
obligation to respect a world that 
did not respect us.” 

Who came first? 

Sweet Sweetback, in which di¬ 
rector Van Peebles plays a stud on 
the lam from racist police, and 
Shaft, starring Richard Roundtree 
as the fabled detective, both re¬ 
leased in 1971, are often cited as 
the first blaxploitation films. 
James disagrees. He dubs Sweet- 
back “an indepen¬ 


dent anti-Holly¬ 
wood” effort, not really out to 
“exploit” anything. And Shaft was 
“a conventional action film for 
general audiences, enlivened by 
its Black cast members.” 

The author’s candidate for the 
“first” blaxploitation flick is 
Slaughter, a 1972 American Inter¬ 
national Pictures vehicle starring 
ex-footballer Jim Brown. AIP 
head Sam Arkoff has admitted 
elsewhere that he made the picture 
to appeal to the market Sweetback 
and Shaft had identified. “[W]hat 
results,” writes James, “is a pro¬ 
duction with the look, feel and py¬ 
rotechnics of an economy-class 
James Bond displaying no aspira¬ 
tions greater than duplicating the 
formula of its moneymaking pre¬ 
decessors.” 

Not that it’s ultimately all that 
important, but tracing the genre’s 


lineage is even trickier than James 
lets on. In some ways the cart 
could be said to have come before 
the horse. Up Tight, Jules Dassin’s 
reworking of John Ford’s The In¬ 
former, with Panther-like revolu¬ 
tionaries standing in for the Irish 
Republican Army, plays out like a 
textbook Hollywood co-optation. 
But the film, written by Dassin, 
Ruby Dee and Julian Mayfield, 
was released by Paramount in 
1968, well ahead of Slaughter and 
most of the films James mentions. 
Clearly, things were already cook¬ 
ing in the ’60s. 

Fred gets his share 

If white folks like Arkoff made 
megabucks ripping off the instant 
black mythology the films repre¬ 
sented, a few shrewd 
African Amer¬ 
icans scored as 
well. Fred “The 
Hammer” 
Williamson di¬ 
vined early on 
who made the 
money and how. 
He made a name 
for himself as an 
actor in M*A*S*H 
and Tell Me You 
Love Me, Junie 
Moon, among other 
mainstream pro¬ 
jects, before going 
on to producing, di¬ 
recting, and even 
writing films of his 
own. The strategy kept 
him employed long 
after the blaxploitation 
boom went bust and 
those who only acted 
found themselves out of 
work. 

Though blaxploitation 
cinema contains much of 
sociological import, many 
of its pleasures, especially 
in retrospect, lie in their 
playful, often campy accou¬ 
terments: The flashy outfits 
of the title characters of Su¬ 
perfly or Willie Dynamite ; the hair¬ 
pulling brawl when Pam Grier 
busts up a lesbian bar in Foxy 
Brown-, the loony collaboration of 
Rosy Grier and Ray Milland in The 
Thing With Two Heads (the head of 
bigot Milland is grafted onto 
Grier’s body); or the goings-on in 
Penitentiary III (“You haven’t lived 
until you’ve experienced Peniten¬ 
tiary Ill’s hairless Tasmanian Devil 
- The Midnight Thud - at three o’¬ 
clock in the morning on commer¬ 
cial Canadian television with a La- 
batt’s hangover”). 

Whether one sees blaxploita¬ 
tion flicks as emblematic slices of 
American reality or bad (in every 
sense of the word) filmmaking at 
its best. That’s Blaxploitation! en¬ 
hances appreciation of the genre 
immeasurably. ▼

and work. For further insights, 
the reader must return to the 
plays, which repeatedly reenact 
her predicament — which Ten¬ 
nessee considered his own, only 
with a miraculously different out¬ 
come. 

The character so conspicuous¬ 
ly absent from Menagerie, who 
makes the proverbial bull’s en¬ 
trance into the family china shop, 
is Tom’s father, Cornelius Coffin 
(“C. C.”) Williams. A salesman 
with all the appetite for sex, 
booze and the road that Tom 
would later evince, C.C. also 
championed the conventional 
earmarks of success by which his 
poet son was initially judged so 
thorough a failure. That Tom, in 
becoming Tennessee Williams, 
managed to resolve the conflict¬ 
ing desires of his parents — a 
tension that was a constant in the 
household — is not incidental to 
his art, but is its raison d’etre. 

Another important factor is 
Williams’ homosexuality. Lev- 
erich downplays his gayness, but 
does cite a journal entry from 
1941 in which Tom recalls argu¬ 
ing with a homophobic' gay 


friend. He quotes himself calling 
queers some of the “most sensi¬ 
tive, humanitarian members” of 
society who “have made some 
unique contributions because of 
our unique position.” He goes on 
to give his “deviation” pride of 
place in his artistic makeup: 

To feel some humiliation and 
a great deal of sorrow at times is 
inevitable. But feeling guilty is 
foolish. 1 am a deeper and 
warmer and kinder man for my 
deviation. More conscious of 
need in others, and what power I 
have to express the human heart 
must be in large part due to this 
circumstance. 

If anyone would learn how to 
turn their dysfunctional family 
history — and sexual perversions 
— into great writing, they have 
only to take note of Williams’ al¬ 
most single-minded pursuit of his 
muse. His youth is filled with 
poems, short stories, plays and 
endless rewrites. By the time he 
makes it to Broadway — and for 
those details we’ll have to wait 
until 1998 — he is already a 
craftsman, an innovator and the 
greatest poetic advocate of the 
suffering heart ever to write for 
the stage. ▼

London Theater Season Offers Exceptional Roles for Divas 

Liz Ain’t the Only Queen in London

f hile Hollywood be¬ 
moans the lack of 
meaty roles for women 
and has to scrape for 
qualified candidates for Best Ac¬ 
tress at the Academy Awards, I am 
happy to report that the Age of the 
Actress is alive and well and liv¬ 
ing in London. 

Among the divas appearing on 
stage during the extraordinary cur¬ 
rent theater season in London are 
Maggie Smith doing Edward 
Albee, Sian Phillips in Sond¬ 
heim’s A Little Night Music, Fiona 
Shaw in the title role of King 
Richard II, and others too numer¬ 
ous to list. 

One theatrical event is already 
a memory: I caught one of the last 
performances of Harold Pinter’s 
Old Times (1970), starring Julie 
Chri^ie, before Wyndham’s The¬ 
atre made room for Albee’s Three 
Tall Women. Christie is still a radi¬ 
ant, seemingly ageless, presence 
in her early 50s. (She was only 21 
when she played Lara in David 
Lean’s Doctor Zhivago.) Surpris¬ 
ingly, this is only her second stage 
role, the first being over 20 years 


funny; it may be Albee’s best 
work since Who’s Afraid of Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf? Smith and her two 
co-stars, Sara Kestelman and 
Samantha Bond, are superb as the 
embodiments of three ages of one 
woman’s life. 

Act Two, in which the three 
women compare notes on their 
shared life experiences, ends far 
too soon, and one longs for more 
of Albee’s brilliant dialogue and 
insightful wit. As an American 
matron first at age 92, and later at 
70-something, Smith inhabits her 
character completely. At turns 
proper and outrageous, vulnerable 
and acerbic, she is a marvel to 
watch. The unexpected bile she 
spews over her unwillingness to 
accept her son’s homosexuality 
takes the audience by surprise. 
Dame Maggie, almost 30 years 
after playing Miss Jean Brodie, is 
still in her prime, and the material 
Albee has given her to chew on is 
the creme de la creme. 

Across the Thames at the 
Royal National Theatre, Fiona 
Shaw is holding court in the 
trouser role of Shakespeare’s 
Richard II (1595). As directed by 
Deborah Warner, Shaw overcomes

ago when she starred in 
Chekhov’s Uncle Vanya in New 
York. 

Pinter is not everyone’s idea of 
a good time, and the pregnant 
pauses hang heavily in Old Times, 
an enigmatic work that plays 
games with reality and illusion, 
past and present. Its theme of a 
married man who is devastated by 
the growing awareness of his 
wife’s emotional attachment to an¬ 
other woman, seems, in the ’90s, 
as dated in attitude as Boys in the 
Band. But under the direction of 
Lindy Davies, the three-member 
cast, including Leigh Lawson as 
the husband and Harriet Walter as 
the “other woman,” is first-rate. 
And Christie is perfect as the 
blithe sprit, Kate. Perpetually 
smiling, or occasionally pouty, she 
is an ethereal child-woman, float¬ 
ing through her life — and her 
husband’s — with a far-off gaze 
that makes her look, as Shaw 
wrote of his transformed Eliza 
Doolittle, “as if she had always 
lived in a flower garden.” 

The unstoppable 
Mr. Albee 

The redoubtable Maggie Smith 
appears as the most senior of the 
women in Three Tall Women 
(1991), which has returned to the 
West End for a replay with a new 
cast under the direction of Antho¬ 
ny Page after its triumph on 
Broadway. Despite some serious 
flaws, most notably a too-long 
first act, the play is ultimately 
moving, poignant and wickedly 


the difficulties inherent in the 
challenges faced by any woman 
playing a man, from Mary Martin 
as Peter Pan to Julie Andrews as 
Victor/Victoria. Although she ap¬ 
pears to have dropped her voice 
almost an octave, she loses no res¬ 
onance, and as the androgynous 
monarch she commands the stage 
from beginning to end. Best 
known in the U.S. as the savior of 
Daniel Day-Lewis’ Christy in My 
Left Foot, Shaw is a dynamic force 
of nature in person, swinging 
wildly from childlike naif to regal 
potentate. Director Warner makes 
some eccentric choices in this 
tragedy of the fallen monarch, for 
instance, when the King kisses 
several male actors passionately 
on the mouth; the liberties she 
takes by introducing such homo¬ 
erotic encounters into the Bard’s 
script are left unexplained. Having 
a woman perform the act while 
dressed as a man adds further sex¬ 
ual confusion. Otherwise the play 
is riveting. The cast includes 
David Threlfall as a sexy and vil¬ 
lainous Bolingbroke. Among the 
superb supporting cast is the Gar¬ 
dener, played by character actor 
John McEnery. 

Sondheim family 
saga revisited 

Stephen Sondheim’s now-clas- 
sic A Little Night Music (1973) is 
currently also in revival at the Na¬ 
tional. With the memory of the 
disastrous Liz Taylor movie ver¬ 
sion growing dim, many actresses 
have since faced the challenge of 



the delicious roles of daughter and 
mother Desiree and Madame 
Armfeldt, played in the current 
staging with great aplomb by, re¬ 
spectively, Judi Dench and the 
magnificent Sian Phillips. 

If both actresses are less than 
operatic as singers, and are con¬ 
stantly thrown into the musical 
shadow of their male co-stars, 
both make up for these deficien¬ 
cies by being perfectly cast. 
Dench has a romp as the lusty 
courtesan/actress Desiree. The 
buxom actress has been a fixture 
for decades in British theater and 
is a well-known face on T.V. here 
as well. It is America’s loss that 
she is known abroad only as the 
romance novelist Eleanor Lavish 
in Merchant-Ivory’s A Room with 
a View. But from the opening mo¬ 
ments of the play, when Phillips 
appears behind a white scrim and 
beneath a crystal chandelier, she 
and her cheekbones command the 
stage. Her imperiousness owes not 
a little to her memorable portrayal 
of Livia in I Claudius. (Desiree 
notes, in the book by Hugh 
Wheeler, that “Mother always 
wins our battles.”) At a long din¬ 
ner table, Phillips, in her wheel¬ 
chair, faces the rest of the guests 
from the other side, where director 
Sean Mathias has placed her 
alone, like Jesus in a Renaissance 
fresco of the Last Supper. It’s too 
bad the role is not a larger one, be¬ 
cause when grandmama steps 
down from her throne to reminisce 
in sung soliloquy about her “li¬ 
aisons,” or leaves her wheelchair 
behind to engage in a lyrical, 
wordless dance with her grand¬ 


daughter, are magical indeed. 

Music is probably Sondheim’s 
most popular creation. Based on 
Ingmar Bergman’s film Smiles of 
a Summer Night, it became first a 
Harold Prince stage musical, then 
a film musical, and was adapted, 
loosely, by Woody Allen as A Mid¬ 
summer’s Night Sex Comedy. Less 
cerebral than Sunday in the Park 
with George, less macabre than 
Assassins or Sweeney Todd (my 
personal favorite), it has some¬ 
thing for everyone, from rollick¬ 
ing fornication between servants 
to sexual intrigue among the prin¬ 
ciples, to the ever popular “Send 
in the Clowns” in the final act. The 
catty dialogue that ricochets from 
wife to mistress to wife at the lun¬ 


cheon party scene rivals Cukor’s 
The Women for barbs-per-minute. 
And the production at the Nation¬ 
al challenges Sunset Boulevard’s 
levitating set with its Swedish 
country house that frequently 
drops entirely out of sight beneath 
the 360-degree revolving stage. 
Reflecting its popularity, the mu¬ 
sical is sold out until well into 
1996, but if you’re planning a trip 
to London, standing room is avail¬ 
able and well worth it. ▼

Hillary and humor 

Women who grew up in femi¬ 
nist households, playing Little 
League and reading Free To Be, 
You and Me and Our Bodies, Our 
Selves, tell their stories of putting 
into practice what they grew up 
believing. Ellen Neubome relates 
in “Imagine My Surprise”: “I 
thought that sexism was a remote 
experience, like the Depression. 
Gloria had taken care of all that in 
the seventies.” 

There is even humor in these 
pages, particularly in Alisa L. 


Valdes’ “Ruminations of a Femi¬ 
nist Aerobics Instructor”: “What 
could be more frightening to men 
than a room full of capable, pro¬ 
fessional women moving togeth¬ 
er, in sync, unaware of anything 
but themselves and each other? 
Only Hillary Rodham Clinton 
and a truly lesbian orgy, per¬ 
haps.” 

Listen Up also includes essays 
from a number of women of color 
about how feminism does - and 
doesn’t - address their needs. 
Sonja D. Curry-Johnson’s re¬ 
markable essay, “Weaving an 
Identity Tapestry,” explains how a 
“married, monogamous, feminist, 
Christian, African-American 
mother” creates an identity that 
balances all of her different 
selves. 

Listen Up: Voices From the 
Next Feminist Generation serves 
as a great introduction to how 
younger feminist women are 
thinking about themselves and the 
world. ▼ 


Coming Out on Top 


The Topping Book, or, Getting 
Good at Being Bad by Dossie 
Easton and Catherine A. Liszt (Il¬ 
lustrated by Fish); Greenery 
Press, $11.95

T he Topping Book, or, Get¬ 
ting Good at Being Bad, 
written by Bay Area writ¬ 
ers and S/M community 
members Dossie Easton and 
Catherine Liszt, is a gratifying fol¬ 
low-up to their earlier book, The 
Bottoming Book, or, How to Get 
Terrible Things Done to You by 
Wonderful People. This is a mar¬ 
velous why-for book on being a 
top. In clear, concise and quite in¬ 
timate language, Easton and Liszt 
take the reader by the hand and 
show him/her how to be the 
biggest, baddest and best S/M top 
possible. The illustrations by Fish 
are wonderful additions to the 
text, showing hot and real-looking 
tops at play. 

The Topping Book is not about 
how to tie knots for rope bondage 
or give someone a technically per¬ 
fect spanking. There are lots of 
those sorts of resources available, 
and, frankly, I don’t think most 
people learn to be very interesting 
or exciting sex partners from read¬ 
ing a book. S/M, in particular, is 
the sort of erotic activity that is 
often best learned from seeing and 
doing. Easton and Liszt essential¬ 
ly agree with this perspective, and 
have designed The Topping Book 
for the reader who already has 
some basic experience with S/M. 

It is also more difficult to talk 
about the reasons behind wanting 
to do S/M than the techniques in¬ 
volved. Like I said, this is a why- 
for book not a how-to. “Why 
would someone want to be a 
sadistic Daddy or play Nurse 
Nasty? How can I find someone to 
do this with me who won’t just be 
a do-me bottom? Why does some 
of this kinky stuff turn me on and 
scare me at the same time?” The 
Topping Book answers those ques¬ 
tions - and more.

Listen Up: Voices From the 
Next Feminist Generation edit¬ 
ed by Barbara Findlen; Seal 
Press, $12.95

L isten Up: Voices From the 
Next Feminist Generation, 
an anthology of writing by 
younger feminist women, 
answers a lot of questions. Has 
the feminist movement made a 
difference to girls and younger 
women? Are there such creatures 
as young feminists? And what the 
heck is a feminist anyway? 

Editor Barbara Findlen, the ex¬ 
ecutive editor of Ms. magazine, 
has assembled 28 essays from a 
surprisingly diverse group. Start¬ 
ing with the challenge of defining 
a generation (“Generation X, thir¬ 
teenth generation, twentysome¬ 
thing - whatever package you buy 
this age group in - one of the 
characteristics we’re known for is 


our disunity...,” she says in her 
introduction), Findlen constructs 
a picture of what it’s like to be a 
younger feminist today. 

All the essays are highly inti¬ 
mate accounts of each woman’s 
life and how feminism affects her. 
The personal approach of every 
essay is both the source of the 
book’s appeal and its greatest 
weakness. It’s difficult to believe 
that no feminist under 30 has 
written a theoretical essay not 
based on her own life, and it 
would have been nice to have in¬ 
cluded one or two. The lack of 
theory aside, the authors here 
tackle every issue that feminists 
might face today, from body 
image to AIDS. 

Several of the authors, includ¬ 
ing Findlen, identify as lesbian. 
However, not many of them ad¬ 
dress the ways homophobia and 
feminism connect, unlike the very 
clear ways the authors who are 
women of color examine racism 
and feminism. 


rights and responsibilities, ideas 
about what to do when something 
goes wrong, and several very good 
ideas about how to assemble a 
basic toy bag without going broke. 
They also share lots of anecdotes 
from their own lives and the lives 
of their friends, lovers and play¬ 
mates that show the joys and frus¬ 
trations of topping. 

Easton recalls the first time she 
topped at a party: “I was flogging 
a woman I didn’t know very well, 
and wasn’t sure if it was okay to 
hit harder. I didn’t want to inter¬ 
rupt the scene to ask, especially 
since there were people watching, 
and then I got a great idea. In my 
best mean voice, I growled, ‘If 
you want me to hit you harder, you 
better get that ass up there where I 
can get at it!’ And she did, and I 
did, and it was great.” This opus is 
full of material like that - hot, 
funny, true and informative. 

The Topping Book goes further 


than most books about 
S/M, and addresses 
questions about play¬ 
ing with dark-side is¬ 
sues and using S/M 
as a ritual tool. 

These are vitally 
important aspects 
of S/M, and East¬ 
on and Liszt 
should be ap¬ 
plauded for treat¬ 
ing the practice 
as having the 
potential for 
being more 
than erotic fun. 

Before 
maxxing out 
your charge 
card to look 
like a “real” top or going to a 
play party and hoping you’ll be 
able to figure out what to do, slip 
The Topping Book into your toy 
bag. It’s well worth it. T
